the Trinity. 

The .most peculiar house in the 
United Kingdom is probably the tri- 
angular one at Rushton, in Northamp- 
tonshire. Its design is supposed to 
typify the Trinity. It has three sto- 
ries, and each story has three. win- 
dows on each of the three sides, while 
each of the windows in two of the 
three stories is in the shape of a 
trefoil—the three-leaved shamrock. In 
each of the other windows there are 
twelve panes, arranged in three fours, 
and the panes throughout are trian- 
gular. : 

Three gables rise on each side, and 
from the center, where their roofs 
meet, a three-sided chimney sur- 
mounted by a triangular pyramid 
terminates in a large trefoil. The 
smoke issues from three round holes 
on each of the three sides of the chim- 
ney. Three Latin inscriptions, one 
on each side of the house, have each 
thirty letters, while over the door 
there is another Latin inscription of 
three words, the English of which is, 
“There are three that bear record,” 
and on each side are the carved fig- 
ures of three angels bearing shields. 
Inside the house each floor contains 
three three-sided apartments; the 
length of each of the walls, by outside 
measurements, is 33 ft. 4in—that is 
exactly 33 1-3 ft.

Dr. Wiley’s box for Belgian adults, as slightly revised to get its weight 
inside the parcel post: regulations, is as follows: Three No. 3 tins of -heans,

-.iee-pound sack of yellow cornmeal, one five-pound Sack of yellow split peas, 


from the grocer. 


one two-pound sack of granulated sugar, one three-pound sack of California 
prunes, one seven-pound sack of wheat flour, owe one-pound sack of salt, ene 
ean opener, one box. ; 

‘That, however, is only a guide to the kind of food which the Belgians need. 
It is intended mainly for such Americans as can afford to go and.order hexes 
Belgium wants any kind of food which will stand soesa 
transportation, which excludes fresh fruit and vegetables. ° 


The commission for relief in Belgium has arranged with the postofice de- 


partment to transmit all Belgian relief foodstuffs free of cost to the donor. If 
you put your name and address on the package and add the letter “®” the 
money expended for stamps will be refunded by the commission. The package 
should weigh not less than twenty pounds and not more than fifty.

NERVE IMPULSES IN PLANTS 


Experiments Made by Great Naturalist 
Brought to Light Some inter 
esting Facts. 

Darwin it was who noted that a 
root placed horizontally receives the 
Stimulus of gravity in the root cap, 
while the bending which causes the 
root to turn downward occers at some 
distance from the cap. It is evident 
that this spatial separation of point of 
stimulus and point of response indi- 
cates the existence of something 
similar to nerve impulses, and, indeed, 
most students of the subject freely ad- 
mit that plants exhibit certain physi- 
ological processes analogous to the s0- 
called conduction of impulses by 
nerves. In some plants this conduc- 
tion is pretty obviously a purely me- 
chanical process. This is the case 
in the well-known sensitive - plant, 
mimosa pudica, wherein responsive- 
ness to stimuli or sensitivity was first

Matsushima is regarded as one of 
the sankel, or three most beautiful 
places in Japan. And it well. deserves 
this reputation; for there are indeed 
few fairer natural scenes on earth. It 
reminds the traveler of the. Thousand 
isles of Canada and the English lakes 
all in one. Here innumerable pine 
clad islands lift their fronded faces 
through the purple haze over a sea of 
.silver-green: and when the sun sets, 
throwing the myriad islands into a 
golden glow, the mind is charmed to 
ecstasy. 

Many visitors to Matsushima make 
the mistake of going by boat from 
Shiogama, taking but a coast view of 
the islands, and thus get only a vague 
and unsatisfying impression of the 
beauty. This is to visit fairyland with- 
out seeing the abode of the fairies. 
It must be remembered that Matsushi- 
ma bay is more than six miles long 
and five wide, and that to visit all the 
hundreds of islands that adorn the 
surface of the sea in this place would 
take years. Yet one may see the best 
part of Matsushima in two or three 
days if one knows how.—Japan Maga-

Our goverment never faced so 
tremendous a problem as that 
now lying dormant at the doors 
of Congress and the legislatures, 
and which, when aroused, will 
shake this nation from center to 
circumference, and make civiliza- 
tion hide its face in shame. That 
problem is—women in the field. 

The last Federal census reports 
show we now have 1,514,000 
women working in the field, 
most of them south of the Ma- 
son and Dixon line. There were 
approximately a million negro 
slaves working in the fields when 
liberated by the emancipation 
proclamation. We have freed 
our slaves and our women have 
taken their places in bondage. 
We have broken the shackles off 
the negroes and welded them 
upon our daughters. 

The Chain-Gang of Civilization. 

A million women in bondage 
in the southern fields form the 
chain-gang’ of civilization—the 
industrial tragedy of the age. 
There is no overseer quite so 
cruel as that of unrestrained 

greed, no whip that stings like 
the lash of suborned:-destiny, and 
no auctioneer’s block. quite so 
revolting as that of organized 
avarice. 

The president of the United 
States was recently lauded by the 
press, and very properly so, for 
suggesting mediation between the 
engineers and railroad: managers 
in adjusting their schedule of 
time and pay. The engineers 
threatened to strike if their wages 
were not increased from approx- 
imately ten to eleven dollars per 
day and. service reduced from ten 
to eight hours and a similar reac- 
justment of the overtime sched- 
ule. Our women are working in 
the field, many of them barefoet- 
ed, for less than 50 cents per 


_ day, and their schedule i is the ris- 
- ing sun and the evening star, and 


after the day’s work is over they 
milk the cows, slop the hogs and 
rock the baby to sleep. Is anyone 
mediating over their problems, 
and to whom shall they threaten 
a strike? ' 

Congress has listened appzov- 
jagly to those who toil at the 
forge and behind the counter, and 
many of our statesmen have smiled 
at the threats and have fanned 
the flame of unrest amorig indus- 
trial laborers, But women are as 
surely the final victims of indus- 
dustrial warfare as they are the 
burden-bearers in the war be- 
tween nations, and those who ar- 
bitrate and mediate the differ- 
ences between capital and labor 
should not forget that when the| . 
expenses. of any industry are un- 
necessarily increased, society 
foots the bill by ieee a new 
consignment of women from the 
home to the field.

Women and Children First. | 

The census enumerators tell us | 
that of the 1,514,000 women who’ 
work in the fields as farm hands | 
409,000 are sixteen years of age 


and under. What is the final des- |, 


tiny of a nation whose future 
mothers spend their girlhood 
days behind the plow, pitching 
hay and hauling manure, and 
what is to become of womanly 
culture and refinement that grace 
the home, charm society and en- 
thuse man to leap to glory in 
noble achievements if our daugh- 
ters are raised in the society of 
the ox and the companionship of 
the plow? 

In that strata between the ages 
of sixteen and forty-five are 950,- 
000 women working as farm 


hands and many of them with 


suckling babes tugging at their 
breast, as pilin or in perspira- 
tion, they wield the scythe and 
guide the plow. What is to be- 
come of that nation where pover- 
ty breaks the crowns of the 
queens of the home; despair 
hurls a mother’s love from its 
throne and hunger drives inno- 
cent children from’ the school- 
room to the hoe? 


The census bureau. shows that | . 


155,000 of these women are farty- 
five years of age and over. There 
is no more pitiful sight in civili- 
zation than these saintly mothers 
of Israel stooped with age, drudg- 
ing in the field from sun until 
sun and at night drenching their 
dingy pillows with the tears of 
despair as their aching hearts 
take it all to God in prayer. Civ- 
ilization strikes them a blow 
when it should give them a 
crown, and their only friend is 
He who, broke bread with beg- 
gars and said: “Come unto me 
all ye that are weary and heavy 
laden and I will give you rest.” 

Oh, America! the land of -the 
free and the home of the brave; 
the world’s custodian of chivalry, 
the champion of human rights 
and the defender of the oppressed 
—shall we permit our maidens 
fair to be torn from the hearth- 
stone by the ruthless hand of 
destiny and chained to the plow? 
Shall_ we permit our faithful- 
wives, whom we covenanted with 
God to cherish and protect, to be 
the home to the har- 
nd our mothers dear 
to be driven from the old arm 
chair to the cotton patch? 

In rescuing our citizens from 
the forces of civilization, can we 
not apply to our fair Dixieland 
the rule of the sea—“women and 
children first?” 

There must be a readjustment 
of the wage scale of industry so 
that the woman can be taken 
from the field or given a reason- 
able wage for her services. Per- 
haps the issue’ has never been 
fairly raised, but the Farmers’ 


‘Union, with a membership of ten 


million, puts its organized forces 
squarely behind the issue and we 
now enter upon the docket of civ- 
ilization ‘the case of “The Woman’ 
in the Field” and demand an im- 
mediate trial.

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HENDERSON INAUGURA- 
TED GOVERNOR 


Despite the Inclement Waather the 


Inaugural Parade was Most Bril- 
liant Ever Witnessed in the State.

Charles Hendersoi: was-inaugu- 

rated Governor of Alabama on 
Monday amid the presence of sev- 
era! thousand persons who had 
braved the thréatening weather to 
come to Montgomery to do’the in- 
coming governor honor. The oath 
was administered by Chief Justice 
John C. Anderson of the Supreme 
Court at 1:30 o’clock. — 
- _ Immediately the new Executive 
of the State was given an ovation 
by the vast crowd that surged be- 
fore the stand at fhe-State House 
front and by the distinguished 
group of Alabamians who occupi- 
ed seats on the stand. 

Administration of’ the oath by 

Chief Justice Anderson came as 
the climax of the most brilliant in- 
augural parade that has been wit- 
nessed in the Alabama Capital, and 
followed the delivery by Governor 
Henderson of his able address to 
the people of the State. “This ad- 
dress, delivered in a clear, firm 
voice, and briefly sketching the 
policy that will be followed by the 
incoming Executive; was frequent- 
ly cheered by the multitude. of 
hearers.

dairying; giving assistance in organ- 
izing farmers into clubs for more ad- 


| vantageous marketing of their prod-} 


ucts; rendering assistance and advice 
by. publications and correspondence 
relative to diversification of crops, 
better farming, livestock, horticulture, 
insects and diseases of plants and 
animals. 

It is hoped that the Legislature will 
soon make it possible for these and 
other lines of extension work to be 
conducted in every county in the 
State. This will be done if the pres- 
ent Legislature makes the necessary 
appropriation to secure for Alabama 
the annual increase in funds that Con- 
gress has agreed in the Smith-Lever 
Act. to make to every State that con- 
tributes to extension work as much 
money as the annual increase offered 
by Congress in that Act.

CLANTON 


Palmer Hotel, Davis 
Episcopal Church Totally Destroyed. 


Karly Saturday morning last 
Clanton was again visited by the 
A fire demon which reduced to ashes 
the large Palmer Hotel, the ‘Davis 
Boarding House and the old Epis- 
copal Church building, entailing a 
property loss of approximately 
twenty thousand dollars. 

The fire started in the attic 
of the Palmer Hotel on 
the third floor, about 3 a. m., and 
was first discovered by Night Mar- 
shall H.C. Martin, who at once 
gave the alarm. In a short'while 
a large part of the town’s popula- 
tion was on the scene to render 
whatever aid they could in sub- 
duing the maddened flames. The 
famous bucket brigade was on 
hand to fight the conflagration, 
but the fire had already gained 
such headway that they were ut- 
terly powerless to cope with the 
situation, and their valiant efforts 
to save the burning buildings from 
destruction were fruitless. How- 
ever, they performed yoeman ser- 
yice in fighting back the flames 
and preventing their spread to the 


old Thornton Hotel on the oppo-} 


site corner, and they are due all 
praise for their heroic work.

MARKETING OF 
FARM PRODUCTS 


By J. F. Duggar, Director of Alabama 
Experiment Station and Extension 
Service. 


Prepared by Extension Service, Aubura, Ala. 


The presence of the cotton boll 
weevil, the present surplus and low 
price of cotton, and the increase in the 
demand for foodstuffs;-now make it 
advisable for Alabama farmers to pro- 
duce and sell other products in addi- 
tion to cotton. 

Diversified products are more dif- 
ficult to sell than cotton has been. 
These difficulties can be partly over- 
come by farmers. offering staple farm 
crops, such as corn, oats, cowpeas, 
hay, stc., in_carload lots. It is easier 


| 
| 


to sell at good prices a carload of pro- || 


duce than a smaller amount. This is 
partly because freight rates on car- 
loads are so much lower, thus per- 
mitting the car to be shipped to any 
one of a number of distant markets. 
In order to ship in car lots it is ad- 
visable for farmers at. each shipping 
point to form local marketing clubs 
for the purpose of pooling their prod- 
ucts for shipment and sale. 

Farmers who thus desire to ship and 
sell in co-operation elect one of their 
‘number or some local business .1an 
to sell the produce offered by all the 
members of the club, paying him a 
small commission. This elected sales- 
man should also inspect all produce as 
loaded and should ship only one kind 
and grade of produce in any one car. 

By so combining and co-operating 
farmers make sure of. getting a mar- 
ket, save freight, receive a better 
price than if. each sold his own pro- 
duce, and avoid the trouble, time and 
expense of each man’s making his own 
sales. 

It pays for each carload to be uni- 
form in grade and even in variety. By 
forming—marketing clubs early in the 
year all the members may decide to 
work for uniformity and higher prices 
by planting the same variety of corn, 
cowpeas, sweet potatoes, or other 
crop.

WAREHOUSE BILL 1S 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


Provides Uniform Law for Ware- 
house Receipts. 


Montgomery, February 8—The 
House to-night passed the adm.n- 
istPation measures providing a 
uniform law for warehouse re- 
ceipts, the adoption -of. standard 
classifications and legal grades for 
cotton, for bonded warehouses 
and for the co-operation of the 
cotton growers of the State in the 
holding of cotton. All of these bil!s 
passed without opposition. 

Asis well known these meas- 
ures were suggested by the gov- 
ernor in a message to the legisla- 
ture during the first week of his 
incumbency in office. Represen- 
tatives Hubbard of - Pike and 
Weakley of Jefferson introduced 
the bills. The principal features 
of these bills have already been 
printed. 

Passage of bills featured the 
night session of the House, action 
having been taken ona number of 
local measures. During the past 
few days the House has been hard 
at work in an effort to dispose of 
these bills and has held night ses- 
sions on every legislative day for 
the past week.

PRUNING. 


By Ernest Walker, Horticulturist Ala 
bama Experiment Station. 


Prepared by Extension Service, Aubura, Ala. 


We prune trees (1) to restore a dis- 
turbed balance between the root sys- 
tem and tops; (3) to direct growth or 
form desirably shaped plants; (3) to 
conserve the energies of the tree and 
produce larger and better fruit. 

(1) Trees lose much of their root 
system when transplanted from the 
nursery to the orchard. The tops then 
for a time are too large for the in- 
jured root system to support, so the 
grower cuts back the top one-fourth 
to one-half to restore the balance; 
moreover the reot system in the new 
location is not in such intimate con- 
tact with the soil as it was before be| . 
Ing ‘disturbed and oannot absorb as 
well. The cutting back reduces evap- 
pration and compensates for this. 

(2) Trees need training while 
young \the same as children. Left to 
themselves they may form bad habits. 
The grower must have an ideal to 
work to, This renders shaping of the 
developing tree easy. He can form a 
low head, a high head, a spreading 
top or compact head by cutting back 
to buds suitably placed. 

(3) Trees normally. produce more 
buds than can ever develop into 
branches, and more branches to bear 
flowers and fruit than is compatible 
with good size and color. The orch- 
ardist cuts out part of the ‘branohes 
and twigs so that food supplies may 
be concentrated in twigs and 
branches which count. In ail this 
work he cuts close and clean so that 
the wound made may heal readily— 
no stubs. Next he paints the wounds, 
should they require more than one 
season to heal, with a harmless’ water- 
proof and antiseptic paint, such ag 
white lead, omitting the dryer.

Stabile 
manure at rate of ten to fifteen good 
loads per acre is best fertilizer if land 
needs humus. Unless applied in the 
fall it will be best to “compost” the 
manures to render the plant fooda 
promptly available. The moist heat 
ing also destroys weed and grass 
seeds. 

In passing, let me say, the value of 
composting manure for spring crops 
can not be’ too much emphasized, nor 
can the importance of carefully saving 
animal manure and all. humus-making 
materials on:the ‘farm. Humus is 
needed ‘in most Southern soils, and es 
pecially in-land used for potatoes. 

For seed, use only healthy potatoes 
and good sized pieces (two eyes). Plant 
4 to 6 inches deep and 12 to 14 inches 
apart in rows 34 feet apart. Have the 
soil_thoroughly prepared—mellow— 
and press pieces with foot in cover 
ing. Ridge rows. Cross cultivate 
when potatoes begin to show, to kill 
weeds and to level. Cultivate fre 
quently. Avoid hilling. 

Spray with Bordeaux every twe 
weeks after potatoes are 6 inches 
high. For beetles, add: 23 lbs. of arse 
nate of lead to each 50 galions of Bor 
deaux as soon as bugs or larvae ap 
pear. Lime sulphur sprays is not pat 
isfactory for potatoes.

PAYROLL OF 
LATION ME 
WANTS BY FARM 


A Call Upon the Law Makers to 
Preverit Useless -Tax on 
- Agriculture. } 
By Peter Radford 
Lecturer Nationat Farmers’ Union. 


, There:is no payroll in civiliza; 
tion that does not rest upon the 
back of the farmer. He must 
pay the bills—all of them. 

When a farmer buys a plow 
he pays the man who mined the 
metal, the woodman who felled 
the tree, the manufacturer who 
assembled the raw material and 
shaped it into an article of use- 
fulness, the railroad that trans- 
ported it and the dealer who sold 
him’ the goods.. He pays the 
wages of labor and capital em- 
ployed in the transaction as well 
as pays for the tools, machinery, 
buildings, etc., used in the con- 
struction of the commodity. and 
the same applies to all article, 
of use and diet of himself and 
those engaged in the. subsidiary 
lines of industry. 

The total value of the. nation’s 
annual agricultural products is 
around $12,000,000,000, and it is 
safe to estimate that 95 cents on 
every dollar goes to meet the 
expenses of subsidiary industries. 
The farmer does not work more 
than thirty minutes per day for 
himself; the remaining thirteen, 
hours of the day’s toil he devotes: 
to meeting the ‘payroll of the 
hired hands of agriculture, such 


as the manufacturer, - res

essary expenses to which we refer, 
Union Opposes “Full Crew” Bill, 

The Texas Farmers’ Union 
registered its opposition to this 
character of legislation at the 
last annual meeting held in Fort 
Worth, Texas, August 4, 1914° 
by resolution, as follows: 

“The matter of prime impor- 
tance to the farmers of this state 
is an adequate and efficient mar- 
keting system; and we recognize 
that such a system is impossible 
without adequate -raflroaa yacili- 
ties, embracing the greatest 
amount of service at the least 
possible cost, We further recog- 
nize that the farmers and pro- 
ducers in the end pay approxi- 
mately 95. per cent of the expense 
of operating the railroads, and it 
is, therefore, to the interest of 
the. producers that the expenses 
of the common carriers be as 
small as is possible, consistent 
with good service and safety. 
We, therefore, call-upon our law- 
makers, courts and juries to bear 
the foregoing facts in mind when 
dealing with the common. car- 
riers of this state, and we do 
especially reaffirm the declara- 
tions of the last’ annual conven- 
tion of our State Union, opposing 
the _ passage of the so-called “full 
crew” bill before the thirty-third 
legislature of Texas,” 

The farmers of Missouri inthe 
last election, by an overwhelming 
majority, swept this law off the 
statute book of that state, and 
it should come off of all statute 
books where it appears and no 
legislature of this nation should 
pass such a law or similar legis- 
lation which requires unnecéssary 
expenditures. 

This-applies to all regulatory 
measures which increase the ex-- 
penses of industry without giving 
corresponding benefits to the pub- 
lic. There is ofttimes a body of 
ten assembled at legislatures— 
and they have a right.to be there 
—who, in their: zeal for rendering 
their fellow-associates a service, 
sometimes favor an increase in the ; 
expenses of industry without due: 
regard for the men who bow their’ 
backs to the summer’s sun. to 
meet the payroll, but. these com- 
mittees, while making a record 
for. themselves, rub the skin off 
the shoulders’ of the farmer’ by’ 
urging thelegislature to lay an- 
other burden upon his* heavy load 
and-under the lash ‘of “be It en- 
acted” goad him on to pull and. 
surge at the traces of civilization, | 
no matter’ how “he -may’ sweat, 
‘foam. and gall at the task: “When.

EFFECT OF OF THE EURO- 
'PEAN WAR ON CHINA 


(BY REV. J. T. sgeybicnada’. 


to discuss fully at present for no 
one knows the ultimate effect the 
war will have on the Chinese. 
But it is a. subject all Christiens 
should be vitally interested in and, 
perhaps, some would like to have 
a few words from one on the 


field. 


For ages the Chinese have been 
an ‘exclusive and_ self-sufficient 
people. They once thought they 
were the only people in thgworld, 
and when. they found out that in 
the hazy distance there were other 
people they wanted to have noth- 
ing to do with such rude barba- 
rians as these Western people 
must be. But gradually they have 
been waking up to the fact that 
there are other people in the world 
who have a reasonable amount of 
intelligence. A great many)of the 
Chinese realize and appreciate the 
intelligence and real value of the 
Western people, but the great mil- 
lions of the uneducated have never 
had it impressed. upon them that 
the Westerners are of any impor- 
tance. 

But this war has brought to the 
conscience of a great part of China 
the vital relations existing between 
China and other nations. The silk 
industry is a good example. There 
are millions of -them engaged in 
raising silk, and for many ycars 
they have been selling it to foreign 
countries at good prices, but the 
ordinary farmer knew very little 
of the places to which. this silk 
has been going, and cared. less 
than he knew. But all of a sud- 
den the bottom fell out of the price 
of silk‘and even the common man 
began to wonder why he could 
not sell his erop of silk ata good 
profit as be iad beén doing in past 
years. This inevitably causes him 
to:realize that.the.foreigner is ‘so 
important that his living 1s depend- 
ent on the foreign trade’s taking 
his silk.

WHEN POLAND WAS DIVIDED 


Frederick the Great of Prussia and 
Catherine of Russia the Leaders 
in the Movement. 

The first partition of Poland was 
actively commenced under the terms 
of a compact between Frederick the 
Great of Prussia and Catherine of Rus- 
sia, in which Austria was invited to 
take part. About one-third of Poland 
was seized on the occasion. The sec- 
ond partition in 1793 and the third in 
1795 practically completed the dis- 
memberment of the ancient kingdom, 
and after the congress of Vienna noth- 
ing was left of Poland but a memory. 
Before the first partition the kingdom 
stretched from the Carpathians to the 
Baltic, a distance of 600 miles. Ger-| 
many, Austria and Russia alike sought 
to stamp out the language, literature 
and national spirit of the Poles, but 
with Httle success. The attempt to 
force’ school children to adopt the Ger- 
man tongue resulted in many “strikes” 
of the pupils, and the Poles were so de- 
termined in their attitude that all the 

involved were forced to 


; make soniaenmaiacs. 


Steanv-Heated Humming Birds. 

The humming bird in captivity. is 
something of a rarity. At a recent 
bird show in London several were ex- 
hibited which were said to have been 
living in captivity for six months, They 
were shown in steam-heated cages, 
each containing a little stove of its 
own. The cages were decorated with 
moss and orchids, and the birds ob- 
tained a portion of their food by sip- 
ping the nectar from the latter. To 
this was added a mixture of honey, 
sponge-cake crumbs and a babies’ pat- 
ent food. This seems rather a curi- 
ous diet, because humming’birds in 
the free state feed largely on insects, 
and hence would seem to require a con- 
siderable admixture of animal food in 
their dietary. It would be interesting 


to know whether these “littlest of the 


bird tribes” are as pugnacious in cap- 
tivity as when at large. Ordinarily 
they seem to have no fear. and will at- 
tack a hawk or a spider with equal 
readiness. In view of the fact that the 
humming bird is strictly an American 
production it seems as though our own 
re gardens might intern a 
‘ew.

The Germans have spent a gigantic 
sum on their Kiel canal, which carries 
their ships from the North sea to the 
Baltic.

The German-led Turks are said to 
be about to attack Egypt. If their 
armies ever manage to cross the wa- 
terless desert of Sinai they will find 
themselves on the far bank of the 
broad Suez canal, which will be pa- 
trolled by British warships, mounting 
guns beside which the Turkish artil- 
lery will be mere toys. __, 

But the Suez, like the Panama cans. 
could never afford passage for these 
gréat ships unless work went on con- 
stantly to keep it clear. It is esti- 
mated that, if the dredging work on 
the Suez were abandoned, within less 
than ten years the Turks or anyone 
else copld cross it dry shod. 

On both sides of the canal stretch 
miles of dry desert, from which ‘every 
wind that blows lifts the sand in edg- 


| ing spirals and carries it in great 
| clouds. A single storm may drop 4 


| 


thousand tons of sand into one mile of 
the canal. 

Of late years a great quantity of 
trees have been planted along the 
banks in order to prevent the sand 
from drifting into the water; yet even 
so, great steam dredgers are always 
at work scooping from the bottom the 
blown-in sand, and dumping it along 
the shore. 

Another trouble of those in charge 
of the Suez canal is caused by fresh 
water springs, which burst up in its 
deep bed and pile the sand in ridges. 


German Care of the Wounded. 
An American newspaper man writ- 
‘ing from Germany, where he had been 
allowed an opportunity to study the 
system of sanitary and medical service 
in the army, makes the interesting 
statement that it is not only extrem ely 
thorough, but that the conservation of 
life and limb is the policy and prac- 
tice of the surgeons.

Against Half-and-Half cotton we 
have first of all the testimony of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture that the staple is so 


short that the lossiin spinning is 
excessive, making it necessary to 
pay lower prices for this eotton 
than for the average short staples. 
We do not know to what extent 
the mills have complained of its 
» poor spinning qualities, but pre- 
sume that it was their complaint 
that first brought the matter to 
the attention of the Department 
of Agriculture. -More recently 
cotton buyers quite generally have 
warned growers against planting 
the Half-and-Half, and to these 
warnings the local press has given 
wide publicity. So far as we 
know, thisabout sums up the ev- 
idence for the indictment. | 
' In defense of Half-and-Half cot- 
ton, at the Alabama Experiment 
Station in 1914 it led all varieties 
tn total yield of lint per acre and 
cash value per acre. The same 
year at the Holly Springs, Miss., 
Experiment Station it yielded at 
the rate of 1,018 pounds of lint per 
acre, with a total value of $78.40 
Among the varieties less than one 
‘inch in lempth of staple grown at 
this station, Half-and-Half was sur- 
passed by only one variety, this 
being a strain of Cook, which 
yielded at the rate of 1,024 pounds 
of lint per acre, worth $80.95. Cot- 
ton classifiers at Greenville, Miss., 
classify the Half-and-Half cotton 
as three-quarter-inch staple, this 
oan the same length given Cook, 
of the most widely known and 
popular short staple varieties. 

In view of the conflicting opin- 
ions, we cannot, without more 
evidence, concurjin the recommen- 
dations thet this cotton, where the 
farmer is already growing it and 
has found it a good yielder and 
salable at prices equal to other 
short varieties, be discarded. Par- 
ticularly do we believe this the 
Sensible course in hill sections 
where only short cottons are 
grown and where buyers are sel- 
dom willing to pay a premium for 
better staples. . 

In the meantime here’s a pretty 
good job for our experiment sta- 
tions and the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. For the 
grower’s protection, it is the duty 
of these agencies to make careful 
tests and comparisons and accu- 
rately ascertain to what extent |

WAKE THE SOUTH 
‘SHLE-SUPPORTIG 


Southern farmers and business men 
are entering the most important period 
of the present year, namely,- the plant- 
ing season. For.years the Federal De- 
partment of Agriculture, in common 
with others who know the weaknesses 
of Southern. agriculture, has urged a 
sufficient diversification: to make the 
South self-supporting. It has workee 
to influence the South to charge from 
all cotton to “food for its people, feed 
for its livestock, and cotton.” 

In every county in the South the far- 
mers ought, under this plan, to grow 
their own gardens and can the fruits 
and vegetables for home use, to grow 
their own beans, peas, potatoes, corn, 
cane or sorghum for syrup, and their 
meat supply from poultry, hogs and 
cattle. The livestock is to consume the 
waste ‘produtts of the farm and to 
bring profit out of its waste lands. Be- 
yond the needs of every farm thefe are 
the home markets of the South which 
should be‘ supplied from these farms. 
In almost every community there may 


be found farmers who are following | 


‘this program and prospering as the re- 
sult. Under this system cotton be- 
comes the great cash crop, strengthen- 
ed through’é‘self-supporting system of 
agriculture. 

The increased fall seeding of wheat 
and oats has been encouraging, but the 
éritical season is here if we are to pro- 
duce our own food and feed for the 
livestock. During the planting season 
the following items should be empha- 
sized : i 

1. The home garden must be put in 
and kept going to produce fresh vege- 
tables for the family use and some to 
can forthe winter. Send for Farmers’ 
Bulletin No. 647. Be sure to raise po- 
tatoes, either Irish or sweet, for home 
use. 

2. Corn must be planted on a larger 
acreage or the South will have to con- 
tinue to import it in large quantities. A 
conservative estimate shows-that the 
South imports 105,649,000 bushels of 
corfi annually. We need more ofit to 
supply our farms and the city con- 
sumption. . 
separately. Harvest the vines for hay 
and gather the peas or-beans for food. 
In some sections pumpkins or squash 
may also be raised in the corn, 

4. Do not fail to look after the farm 
poultry. Fifty hens to the family will 
not cost much to keep and will greatly 
assist in making the family self-sup- 
porting. Good, fresh eggs are always 
in demand, * 

5. Prepare pastures for hogs where 
possible. If every family would raise 
the pigs from not less than two sows,

BUY IT. UY IT NOW 


For more than a year the habit 
of self-denial has been practiced 
by the American people. What- 
ever may have been wanted either 
in the home, the farm or the shop, 
the inclination has been to refrain 
from purchasing. To save, not to 
spend, has been the rule. 

The moment has come to reverse 
this practice. The slogan which 
will lead to prosperity is “BUY IT 
NOW!” 

_Never was it truer iad at this 
moment that the prosperity of this 
people is in their own hands. 
their own act they can hasten the 
end of the existing depression and 
speed the arrival of unexamoled 
prosperity. That end and that ar- 
rival are certain to come in any 
event, but a wide-spread determi- 
nation to cast off the fetters which 
doubt and apprehension have put 
upon us in the past will hasten the 
day. 

The war, coming fast ‘on the 
heels of new tariff legislation has 
spread far and vide the seeds of 
business distrust and individual 
apprehension of hard times. Thrift, 
a v.rtue in its place, was carried 
to the point at which it became 
vice. Prudence developed into 
niggardliness; men ordinarily fore- 
handed became misers; the an- 


cient maxizn was amended to read: 


“Take care of the pennies and lock 
up the dollars out of use.” 

The result has been a financial}; 
stringency now happily fast disap- 
pearing, and business depression, 
for which no reason longer exists. 
It is time for people again to re- 
sume the 
iness which characterized Ameri- 
cans before this.depression set in. 
We do not counsel extravagance, 
but we insist that niggardliness is 
no longer either necessarv or help- 
ful—not even.to the person prac- 
ticing it. If every reader of this 
paper, for example, would loosen 
to the channel of trade $10 in the 
next two weeks for things they 
really need, but have, through fear 
of the future, been trying to do 
without, they would be better off, 
business would be -appreciably 
stimulated, and its revival felt by 
those who contributed to it.

TOWN ORDINANCE 


The followirg Ordinance was 
read and introduced by Council- 
man Downs:

Is Alabama in 1918, 6,000 babies died 
before they were two years old. Pos- 
sibly more than onehalf of these 
deaths were due tg bowel troubles pro- 
duced by germs ee ae were, in most 
cases, transmitted their food or 
drink by house fies. Typhoid fever 
claimed 900 victims, and of this num- 
ber it is quite possible that the house 
fies were responsible for at least 300. 
Tuberculosis, diarrhoea, dysentery and 
other diseases are also spread by 
house flies.

The passage of the produce law and 
the creation of the Bureau of Immi- 
gration and Markets by the present 
legislature have given Commissioner 
Wade the machinery which he needs 
to make his plans operative: The pro 
duce law requires a license from all 
wholesale dealers in farm products 
and a bond in the sum of $1,000 from 
each dealer for the protection of all 
persons who may ship produce to him.

This bureau is in 
charge of Honorable Emmet A. Jones, 
and. he is making it of much imme- 
diate benefit to the farmer.

It 
gives a classified list of wholesale 
dealers not only in Alabama but in 
the principal cities of the—United 
States. This information is invaluabie 
not only to the individual farmer but 
to the produce elubs which are being 
organized under the provisions of the 
produce law.

Bulletin No. 3, which will be issued 
ag soon as the information which it 
carries gan be obtained, will be even 
more helpful to the farmer.

tendent of the leper asylum in that 
place. His splendid efforts have at- 
tracted the attention and enlisted the 
interest of people the world over. 

Highty per cent of the people of In- 
dia get their living out of the soil, and 
Professor Higginbothan believes that 

. India will forever remain, primarily, 
an agricultural country. 

India has a growing season twelve 
months in the year, so that with ro- 
tation of crops, proper cultivation of 
the soil and irrigation, the soil will 
never be idle. 

The poverty of India is appalling. 
Professor Higginbothan says that one- 
third of India’s great population of 
$15,000,000 never know, froni the cra- 
dle to the grave, what it is to have 
enough to eat. Over 100,000,000 of 
them live at the rate of one cent a 
day per capita. 

Speaking of his work in India Pro- 
fessor Higginbothan says: 

“My Indian neighbors are raising 
only six or eight bushels of wheat per 


acre. There is the same soll, with } 


the same amount of sunshine and 
rain, the only difference being in the 
method of cultivation and in the seed 
chosen.”

We 
need the corn and hay; more than 
you can produce. 

Let us all hold the price of cot- 
ton up by producing a small crop 
and make our position independ- 
ent by fortifying ourselves with a 
living produced at home.

Miss Margaret Van Leancowft, 
trained nurse of the Belgian Evangel- 
ical society, says: 

“Many causes nave contributed to. 
this depopulation, for we a re led to 
believe that. the country once had an 
enormous‘ population before the. de-— 
moralizing effects of an unchristian 
civilization entered it. 


“Undoubtedly the ignorance of the | 


mothers should be mentioned as one 
of the primary causes, yet even this 
cannot be responsible for such a terri- 
ble death rate as exists here.” 

Miss Leancourt mentions alcohol 
and the prevalence of sleeping sick- 
ness as contributing causes of the ter- 
rible death rate among the babies in 
the Congo, She continues: — 

“A committee has been formed in 
Belgium which has undertaken the 
work of reformation in the colony and 
they are devoting their best efforts 
to improve the moral conditions of the 
natives. This committee has at its 
head, Madam Vanderpeere, a woman 
of common sense and sound judgment 
who has given herself with untiring 
zeal to the alleviation of distress 
among the poorer classes of Brussels. 
This committee has received the sanc- 
tion and approval of the government 
and has received very substantial sup 
port from the authorities.

‘Montgomery, Ala., June 1, 1915. 
The Alabama cotton crop indicates 
a yield of about 60 per cent of last 
year. The report by counties on 
the cotton acreage for 1915 shows 
a decrease in acreage of 23 1-2 
per cent as compared with 1914. 

The use of commercial fertilizer 
as indicated by the sale of tags 
from the Department of Agricul- 
ture shows a-decrease of 55 per 
cent, the sales of tags being only 
45 per cenit as compared with 1914. 

A fair estimate of production of 
cotton as a result of commercial 
fertilizer as against no fertilizer at 
all would be 30 per cent as a min- 
imum mhich would indicate a gen- 
eral reduction of the state’s cotton 
crop of 40 per cent. 

Boll weevil is threatening great 
er distruction this year than usual 
as the infested area is larger and 
they have appeared in greater 
number. The crop being gener- 
ally late, germination of the seed 
being delayed through March and 
Apri} by dry weather subjects the 
erep to the possibility of greater

Sixth. It is recommended that 
loaders. haul melons in padded 
wagons, thereby preventing un- 
necessary bruising.

Field crop plants and garden ol 
truck plants may be grouped intc 
three classes, namely, (1) those thai 
are lime loving, (2) those that are in. 
different to lime, and (3) those thal 
are frequently injured by lime. Among | 
the field crops that are distinctly re 
sponsive to lime are alfalfa, red clover, 
érimson clover, bur clover, sweet clo 
ver (melilotus), the vetches, peanuts, 
Soy beans, velvet beans, wheat, bar 
ley,-oats, sorghum and tobacco. Som¢ 
ef the garden or truck crops in this 
group are lettuce, beet, okra, onion, 
eabbage, cucumber, cantaloupe, ruta 
baga and garden pea. On véry soul 
lands in middle and south Alabama 

both cotton and corn have responded 
profitably to lime, though these twa 
crops are usually not classed as lime 
loving plants. | 

Among the field crops that may be 
placed in the group indifferent to lime 
_are cowpeas, lespedeza or Japan clo 
ver, rye and red top. Cotton and corn 
may algo be placed‘in this group, es 
pecially where nitrate of soda is used 
as the source of nitroge: the fer 
tilizer. On land that is only slightly 
sour, lime will seldom pay profits 
when used for these last named 
crops. 

ong the few important crops in: 
gured by lime the watermelon is a 
good example, consistently injured by 
the use of lime. This crop almost in 
variably is more thrifty on sour land 
than. on land that has been limed. 

As a general rule, it is more profit 
able to use lim for the legumes, such 
as alfalfa, the clovers and vetches. 
etc., than it is to use it for the non 

- leguminous crops like corn, cotton, 
oats or wheat.

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Brutal Murder 


In North Chilton 


Earn Cobb, a Voune: Farmer, is Shot to 
Death by Bonnie Morris While. Plow- 
ing in His Field. 


A murder, one of the most bru- 
{al that has occured in this county 
for many years, was perpetrated 
jast Friday, a few miles north of 
Jemison, when Earn Cobb, a well- 
to-do and highly respected farmer 
of that community, was shot to 
death in ‘his field by Bonnie -Mor- 


_fis, a tenant on Cobb’s place. The 


shooting occured about eight 
o'clock in the morning. 

The cause leading up to the 
shooting, and for which Cobb ea 
his life, was a dispute over some | 
rents due Cobb by Morris. 
ris was owing for two month’s 
rent, so it is alleged, and Cobb or- 
dered Morris to vacate. It is said 
that a dispute then arose between 
the parties and the matter was ar- 
bitrat ed, with the result that Mor- 
ris paid Cobb for one month’s 
rent, and it is said that all differ- 
ences were agreeably settled and 
Morris vacated Cobb’s premises 
and moved to Kalona, a short dis- 
tance away, on last Thursday. It 
is said that Morris, however, told 
his wife that he was going to kill 
Cobb, The following morning, 
(Friday), Morris went toa neigh- 
bor’s house. borrowed a shot gun, 
went to Jemison to procure some 
shells, and, coming back to where 
Cobb was plowing, slipped up from 
the rear and opened fire on him. 
There was no eye witness to the 
killing, put all the circumstances 
surrounding the case point to the 
fact that Morris was the perpetra- 
After the 
first shot was fired, Cobb ran from 
Morris, but he (Morris) went 
through a scope of woods and cut 
him off, shooting him to death 
with a donble barrel sbot gun. 
Footprints, and the fact that Cobb 
lost one of his shoes, was clear 
evidence of a desperate struggle 
made by Cobb to escape the awful 
fate meted out to him. Empty 
cartridges were also found lving 
on the ground nearby. _ 

It is said that after the killing, 
Morris went to his home, inform- 
ed his wife of what he had done 
and immediately left for parts un- 
known. 

The Sheriff’s office was at once 
notified and bloodhounds were 
secured from the State peniten- 
tiary, but the dogs were so late in 
arriving upon the scene that the 
track could only be followed a 
short distance.

best general hay available on ail | 
classes of soil and ‘conditions of! 
farmers. It is the poor man’s best 
crop. ‘The pea crop has another 
value often not seriously consider- 
ed afd that is the nitrogen left-in 
the soil for the next year’s crop 
the value of which ranges from 
three to eight dollars per acre as 
a fertilizer. This’ value is of 
course, dependent upon the suc- 
cess of the crop and how the land 
is managed next year. 

The time best suited to sowing 
peas isduring the month of June. 
July is not too late but is object- 
ionable for the following reasons: 
Late pea vine hay is more subject. 
to “Blue Mould” which attacks the 
vines worse during cool auturmn 
weather. Second, late harvesting 
of pea hay makes it difficult to 
cure asthe days are short and 
cool, necessitating too long a 
weather risk while curing, often 
resulting in damaged, mouldy con- 
dition. 

Let us all co-operate for more 
hay, a better soil, more live stock, 
more manures and better crops. 
Sow in June if you can, but sow 
in July rather than not at all. 

At the proper time we will call 
your attention to the best known 
meihods of harvesting and curing 
hay.

About 60 Per Cent of Crop is Pres- 
ent Estimate. 


Alabama's cotton crop promises 
to prove a disappointment for this 
season. The boll weevil is doing 
material damage in various parts 
of the State. Where the pest has 
not made its appearance, com- 
plaints are being made that the 
stands generally are poor. The 
plant is small, compared to former 
years. This condition is attributed 
both to the unreasonableness as a 
whole, of the weather when mois- 
ture was most needed, and to the 


poor quality of seed used in some - 


sections. Replanting of cotton has 

been done in some counties. 
Because of the ravages of the 

boll weevil in certain counties, and 


his appearance in such numbers « 


in others where the plant is very. 
small and young, planters have 


become disheartened, and are . 


turning the cotton under and 
planting corn. or peas instead. 
This condition. appears most ges- 
eral in Lowndes county, where 
the weevil appears to be in his 
glory as far as his distructive work 
is concerned. . 

SIXTY PER CENT ESTIMATE, 

It is estimated that Alabama will 
make about a 60 per eent crop, as 
compared to last year, and that 
acreage has been reduced about 
25 per zent, while fertilizer has 
been reduced fully 75 per cent 
throughout the State as a whole. 

The diversification campaign 
waged early in the year is giving 
evidence of having born excellent 
fruit. 
are diversifying as they never did 
-before, and the result is that Ala- 
bama is this year ina position to 
feed herself. Live stock raising 
is not confined to any particular 
section of the State, indicating that 
this industry, in a few years, will 
be important throughout the en- 
tire common wealth.—Montgomery 
Advertiser.

Duty of Christianity te Evangelize the

Some years ago, the question was 
asked: What is a college? The at- 
tempt to answer it shook the e@uca- 
tional world in America from center 
to circumference. Another question is 
now beginning to be asked: What is 
a church? Without undertaking to 
give a definition of it, let me ask, in 
this initial paper, what the church 
is for? The New Testament reveals 
three distinct tasks to’ which it is 
committed.

Mrs. Mathis Writes to Farmers. 


Alabama's great woman farmer, 
Mrs. G. H. Mathis, State President 
of the Diversified Farming Asso- 
ciation, has just completed a tour 
of certain of the Central Alabama 
counties which are over-run with 
the boll weevil. In view of the 
number of requests she has re- 
ceived for suggestions as to steps 
to offset the evil results of the 
boll weevil, she has written the 
following letter to the farmers of 
Alabama. 

Fellow Farmers: 

Iregret to find that the boll 
weevil is devastating the cotton 
crop of Central Alabama. Among 
the things that can be done at this 
time to offset the evil effects of 
this loss is to. plant other crops 
that.will yield:some returns during 
the fall and winter. It is not too 
late to plant hay. Popcorn and 
peas or giant soy bean vines make 
a fine forage crop for stock or hogs 
to harvest in the field, and will 
feed 'a number of head until near 
Christmas. 

Cow peas should be planted on 
the land from which grain has 
been harvested to insure fertility 
and produce a hay crop. All corn 
that will mature within 100 days 
can be planted now and up to the 
middle of July.

Much has been said and more writ- 
ten about the evils of watered stock in 
big business concerns and the farm- 
ers of this nation believe that every 
dollar written into the life of any 
business organization, should be able 
to say “I know that: my Redeemer 
liveth,” but farming is the biggest 
business on earth, and there is more’ 
water in its financial transaction than 
that of any other industry. There is 
as much water in a farmer’s note 
drawing eight or ten per cent interest 
when other lines of industry secure 
money for four or five per cent per 
annum, as there is in a business pay- 
ing a. reasonable compensation upon 
the face value of securities repre- 
senting an investment of only fifty 
cents on the dollar.. The only dif- 
ference is, the water is in the interest 
rate in one instance and-in the secur- 
ities in the other. ; 

The promoter ofttimes takes chances 
and his success is contingent upon 
the development of the property in- 
volved but the usurer, as a rule, takes 
no chances and his success cripples 
the property involved. -There-may he 
industries that cry louder but ne 
that suffer more severely from finan- 
‘cial immorality in both law and cus- 
tom than that of agriculture. © 

The farmers of America today are 
paying $200,000,000 per annum in 
usury on real estate and chattel 

ans, and this interest capitalized 

‘five per cent, represents $4,000,000,- 

(0 of fictitious values which the farm- 

is paying interest on. This sum of 
monéy is almost equal to the annual 
value of crops produced in the United 
States. 

The earning power of the farmer's 
note based upon his interest rate very 
nearly divides likes the earth’s sur- 
face—three-fourths water and one- 
fourth land. The largest body of wa- 
ter that floats upon the financial hem- 
isphere now rests upon the farms 
and its waves are dashing and its 
billows are rolling against seven mil- 
lion homes threatening ruin and dis- 
ester to the prosperity of the: nation. 
Will our public servants who under- 
stand how to drain the liquid off in- 
dustrial properties turn the faucet and 
let the water off the farms?

DONT NEGLECT YOUR 
VE STOCK 


There has never been a time in 
the history/of the South ‘when 
more attention was . paid to pure- 
bred livestock than right now. 
Pure-bred bulls are going into ev- 
ery county and almost every com- 
munity; pure-bred draft sires are 
being placed in many neighbor- 
hoods; and the demand for pure- 
bred hogs exceeds the supply. 

This is all most. gratifying, and 

indicates that the South is turning 
over a new leaf in agriculture; but 
at the same time it is well that we, 
in our enthusiasm for better live 
stock of all kinds, do not for a 
moment forget that scrubs are 
scrubs largely because of scrub 
treatment, and that pure-breds 
are pure-breds because they will 
stand for nothing but pure-bred 
treatment. It’s a mighty fine 
thie to bring a high-priced, pure- 
bred bull into your neighborhood; 
but it’s a finer thing still to give 
him the feed and attention neces- 
sary if he is to remain something 
more than merely a pure-bred in 
name only. 
Ticks and scant feed are the 
great dangers the cattlemen: must 
face. Don’t forgef that any :tiek- 
‘free animal brought into tick-in- 
fested territory is a serious. dan- 
ger. Of course, the remedy is ob- 
vious—the ticks must be cleaned 
up. Won’t forget either that a 
pure-bred bull isa bit “finicky” 
about his feed, and refuses out- 
right to thrive on broom-sedge 
and shucks. Here, too, the reme- 
dy is plain, and calls for good pas- 
tures, and some ws ne feeds. 
and feeding. 

These essentials looked to, the. 
the South has many natural ad- 
vantages for the cheap production 
of beef and dairy products; but 
unless we do look to them with 
skill and intelligence, serious loss- 
es are a practical certainty.—Pro- 
gressive Farmer.

Thousands Cheer As As Sacred Relic 
Leaves Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, July 5.—Philadel- 
phia bade good bye to the Liberty 
Bell today. Escorted by a Nation: 
al Guard e the old revolu- 
tionary relic passed between lanes 
of thousands of persons to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad station, was 
hoisted on a‘specially constructed 
car, and amid cheers left for the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition, Six 
months will elapse before it will 


be returned to Independence Halll 


The Independence Day celebra- 
tion here was planned to fit with 
the ceremonies attending the de- 
parture of the bell. The relic was 
placed in Independence Square, 
about it was held a patriotic dem- 
onstration of the character of 
those ‘witnessed in the historic 
square in the early days of the 
republic—singing by school chil- 
dren, addresses and prayer. 

Cone Johnson, solicitor of the 
State Department, referred in his 
address tothe “anarchy that is 
abroad today.” 

“With half of the world deluged 
in blood, bombs placed to.destroy 
our national capitol, and attempts 
made at assassination in the name 
of peace,” he said, “it isa fitting 
time to come to this shrine of lib- 
erty, to take sane counsel of the 
men who wrought here and take 
fresh inspiration from them.” 


Thousands of persons stood 


about Independence Hall to see 
the bell start on its journey, and 


cheered as the relic’s successor in | 


the tower of the old State House 
rahge out forty-eight times, once 
for each State in the Union. 

Seventy stops will be made en 
route to San Francisco to allow 
cities in Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Illinois, lowa, Kansas, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, Colorado, Wyo- 
ming, Utah, Idaho, Oregon, Wash- 
ington and California to view the 
relic. The return trip next No- 
vember will be through some of 
the Southwestern and Southera 
States.

WADE'S WEEKLY LETTER) 


Big Corn Crop. | 


The prospect for a big corn 
crop is better than ever before in 
the history of Alabama. All stages 
of corn look well from the early 
upland to the young corn follow- 
ing stubble. 

The recent rains which have 
been general all over the entire 
State have been very beneficial, 
but continued too long in some 
sections. Practically no harm has 
resulted from the rains only to de- 
lay cultivation and start a coat of 
young vegetation. 

Now is the critical time in the 
management of a corn crop. I 
have seen many fine prospects 
practically ruined by the last cul- 
tivation—laying by. The soil is 
full of little white roots seeking 
moisture aad plant~ food. The 
plants are growing fast and pre- 
paring to fruit and need the-work 
of all these little roots to enable 
them to do their best. The weeds 
and grass need {fo be destroyed 
and crust prevented from forming 
so as to hold the moisture. 

The best implement that can be 

used is a wide scrape and a short 
plow or a light spring-tooth culti- 
vator The cultivation should not 
be more than an inch deep, just 
enough to destroy the yegetation 
and prevent crust... By all means 
do not use the turning plow or 
pile too much soil up around the 
stalks.. There is more corn ruined 


with deep plowing and wrapping’ 


up the rows with a turning plow 
each year than all such imple- 
ments are worth. Lock up the 
turning plows until time to pre- 
pare another crop; it is not fit and 
never was intended for a-cultivat- 
ing implement. 

Take care of your corn crop; it 
may not pay many debts but it 
will prevent debt and insure bread 
and meat and that independence 
so long Jost to the South.

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What Causes Tuberculosis? 


can be no tuberculosis without the germ, the tubercle 
bacillus. Whether the disease appears in the lungs, in the 
hand, in the hips, or in the eye, it is the same germ that alway, 
causes it. 

Looking at it from another way, however, the germ of. tubercy. 
losis can never cause the disease unless the soil has been prepared for 
it. It is as if the germ were the seed and the body were the soil, 
You cannot raise wheat on a hard, cobblestone pavement nor can ydy . 
grow corn on a boardwalk. Neither can you grow, tuberculosis from 
the tiny plant-like germ which causes the disease, on & soil which ig 
bard and resistant. The tissues of the body in which the disease ig 
to develop must first be weakened and made flabby, and prepared for 
the growth of the disease somewhat as the farmer prepares his soi] 
before sowing his seed. aa 

What are the causes that pregere the soil for the growth of tn. 
berculosis germs in the body ere are first of B group of - 
causes which lie within the individual himself, which we may call “ 
personal causes. Some of them may be controlled by the individual . 
and some of them are beyond his control. Take such causes, for ex. | 
ample, as intemperance, lack of proper food, a weakened physical — 
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condition caused by grippe, colds, pneumonia, measles, typhoid fever, © safe keeping by De 
etc..—these are some of the personal causes which prepare the soil . ‘Hespie and 
for the tuberculous seed. Then there is also another group of causes Walter Gillespie a 
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which are entirely outside of the individual and which we may desig. 
nate a8 environmental or social causes., Some of these are, for ex. - 
ample, bad living and working conditions, lack of play and recreation * 
facilities, unclean streets, etc. 

These two groups of causes may either separately, or altogether, »: 
act upon one so that his normal strength and vitality, which we call : 
resistance, is lowered and he readily becomes a prey to the disease 
germs which are constantly lurking about and which he may be 
harboring in his body without knowing it. Let us consider some of 
these causes a little more in detail. ; ; 

Of the personal causes that lead to tuberculosis, probably intem. 
perance may be reckoned as one of the most important. By intem. 
perance is meant everything in the way of self indulgence that in- |“ 
jures the body. One may. be intemperate in eating and by partaking 
‘of too much food may produce permanent digestive disturbance | 
which weakens the bodily resistance, One may be intemperate in the 
use of drugs or in other ways, thereby weakening the bodily resist. 
ance. The most frequent form of intemperance, however, is the use|. 
of intoxicating liquors. Any man who drinks beer, wine or whiskey | 
is preparing the soil of his lungs for the seed of tuberculosis. 
This is the reason why the mortality from tuberculosis among men 
and women who are accustomed to drink is so high, much higher} . 
aceording to reliable statistics than among people who do not use 
intoxicating liquors. ] 

Many children from the time they are born into the world are 
doomed to starvation. Other people because they like candy, pie, 
and cake better than meat, bread, and vegetables, are starving them- 
selves willfully. This underfeeding or lack of proper food will a 
surely prepare the soil for tuberculosis as if one deliberately set out 
to do 80. , 

Man

is no further danger and they are 
most dangerous period in an acute 
immediately after the patient is ‘able to be up 
this time of convalescence that the seeds of disease will find a sure 
root if special care is not taken. Fresh air, good food, rest, and right 
living are the best. safeguards against tuberculosis during. a time 
such asthis. T after-effects of many diseases can be avoided if the 
patient will continue to persist in taking care of himself just the 
game as he did when he was in the bed and under the doctor’s orders. 

Then there are those causes of tuberculosis which are entirely . 
outside of the individual such as bad housing conditions. Dark rooms 
where the sun never shines are among the best breeding places pos- 
sible for the germs of tuberculosis.: Here they thrive in great quan- 
tities and it is almost impossible to dislodge them: Dark, filthy hall- 
ways, unclean sinks, and dirty backyards and toilets are menaces 
to the health of those who live near them. Many a man can improve 
these conditions with a little effort if he will take the time to do #0. 
More often, however, it is eo ’s fault that the housing com 
ditions are not better. ! 
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Low s, long hours of work, dark unventilated factory Shee d 
fooms, excessive heat, and dusty occupations are only a few ‘of the véntion in his hand | 
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conditions which make it easy for the seed of tuberculosis to attack 
the working man. The lack of proper places for play and recreation, 
which makes a man go fo the saloon at night instead of into the park 
or playground, is a social cause leading to tuberculosis. These social 
causes can be fought only by the united effort of the men and women 
of the community. Individuals can help but it takes alt shoulders 
at the wheel to produce effective results. 
In conclusion, remember that the soil must be right before the 
seed of tuberculosis can grow, and that you can contribute much 
towards keeping the soil of your body in such condition that 20 
“germs will find a root there.

In discussing better market| Bonnie Morris, charged with the 


conditions, let us begin with the 
improvements in the roads. 

It costs more for the farmers of 
America to carry their crops to 
the railroad station than it costs 
to carry‘ these crops from the rail- 
road stations to the central market. 

These prices are not always 
shown in the price-list, or in the 
statement of annual expenditures, 
‘but they are facts, nevertheless, 
and it behooves the farmer, there- 
fore, to see to it that this item in 
the expense of marketing is re- 
duced to a minimum. 

Let him have a good road all 
the year round, so that he can do 
a. great part of his hauling to the 
railroad station.and away from it 
at periods of the: year when he 
can do very little farm work. 

Then let him get the vehicles 
that in original: cost and in the 
cost of operation are the most 
economical, the most efficient. 

“After the war” this country 
can give more attention to our 
needed _ internal “improvements. 
Just now the financiers of the 
East and the merchants who want 
to “relieve” the American market 
by dumping cheap American pro- 
ducts into South : American mark- 
ets, are more concerned in ship 
subsidies and in foreign’ loans than 
they are iti the rebuilding of the 
Mississippi river, the canalization 
of that great water course and of 
water courses’ tributary to it. 

But reason will return, and our 
members of Congress and our fi- 
naneiers and our own ‘people will 
realize that the most profitable’ in- 
‘vestinent of American money, 
whether it is the capital of individ- 
uals or whether it isthe revenue 
of the government, is in the im- 
provement of our internal lines of 
transportation. 

The railroads are failing us. 
They] are demanding an ever-in- 
creasing, price fora service that 
becomes year by year less valua- 
able. 

We must divert, therefore, a 
‘large part of the heavy traffic 
from the railroads to the water 
courses. Todo this we must be- 
gin by rebuilding and canalizing 
the great water water courses. 
That means that we must protect 
‘the neighboring lands from over- 
flow and we must secure in the 
streams themselves something 


}like a uniform stage of water, so 


that men can build new tug boats 
and new barges with an assurance 
that they can be kept.at work all 
the vear round. 

Beginning with these works, 
which are eminently the works 
for the government, we must come 
to the county roads. Everv coun- 
ty is interested, and we should be- 
gin a system of road building that. 
would make the cross roads, or 
the railroad station, the center of 
a system of roads good all the 
veat round, running in every di- 
rection, so that you can-carry your 
crops to the station or to the coun- 
try store at the least possible cost 
to you, and carry home your wag-

DESTRUGTIVE FIRE. AT 
CLANTON 


Fire was discovered early Sun- 
day morning last between two 
and-three o’clock in the brick 
building on Sixth street, owned by 
W. W. Fox and in which were lo- 


-cated the machine shops and gar- 


age of W. W. and Ed Carleton and 
the blacksmith shop of John Vines. 

As soon as the alarm was given, 
a large number of _ citizens 
were on the scene, but the flames 
so enveloped the building that 
efforts to check the flames were 
fruitless and in a short time the 
building together with its entire 
contents was destroyed. 

As soon as the fire-fighting ap- 
paratus arrived, a steady stream 
of water was poured on the flames 
and thus prevented the possible 
destruction of the Clanton Bottling 
Works plant, next door. 

In one end of the building sev- 
eral hundred dollars of valuable 
farming implements belonging to 
the International Harver Co. were 
totally destroyed. An automobile 
belonging to Judge Reynolds, and 
another, the property of Mr. Carle- 
ton were among the articles lost. 

The building was insured, but 
we understand there was little or 
no insurance on the contents and 
the loss is a heavy blow to Messrs. 
Carleton and Vines.

RURAL MAIL BY AUTO 


The familiar horse and cart of 
the rural mailman is gradually to: 
give way tothe fleeter automo- 
bile. The postoffice department 
has ordered the new service to be- 
- gin next week. Routes selected 
‘ in some half dozen states will see 
the first machines, 

Great as rural mail delivery is, 
it is merely in its infancy so far as 
its possibility of service is con- 
cerned. Such a project is certain 
to grow. What rural delivery 
may be adozen or a score of years 
from nov’ no prophet can foretell. 

One aspect of the new venture 
has not been given the promi- 
nence it-deserves. This is its re- 
lation to the movement for better 
highways. Whether announced 
definitely or not, it is safe to say 
that this experimental auto deliv- 
ery service’ will be installed only 
on improved thoroughfares. From 
the beginning rural deliyery ‘has 
been a strong influence in favor 
of better country roads, and the 
point will be emphasized anew 
when motor cars threaten to dis- 
place horse-drawn vehicles. 

If, for instance, a dweller on a 
paved thoroughfare gets his morn- 
ing mail each day by 9 o’clock, 
while an acquaintance of his a few 
miles away dwelling on an unim- 
proved road never gets his before 
1 in the afternoon, the man on the 
dirt road will soon be inquiring 
the reason why. And if, as is 
probable, the difference lies in the 
character of-the highway, he is 
pretty -certain to become a better 
roads advocate instanter.

IS LEGAL. 

Washington. D. C., Aug. 9.—The 
reply of the British foreign office 
jo our protest, against Great 
ritain interfering with our ship- 
pent of goods to neutral coun- 
fries, was received last week, and, 
sswas expected, she denies the 
American contention. 

Great Britain contends that she 
maintains a legal blockade of Ger- 
pany, and alegal blockade means 
“sn effective blockade.” When 
me government, while at war, es- 
blishes a blockade against her 
wemy, that blockade is only legal, 
cording to international law, as 
lng as it is effective. If the block- 
ge is eluded by ten per cent of 
the ships who try to run it, then 
the blockade is ineffective, and is 
therefore illegal.

markets with a view of locating 
a profitable market for a part of 
the enormous crop of corn that is 
raised in. this State this year. 
These investigations show that 
there is a market for all the sur- 
plus corn grown in this State. 
There are certain things necessary 
for the farmer to do. before he 
can take advantage of this profit- 


‘able market. 


* The commercial world demands 
the proper grading and prepara- 
tion of corn. To do this.it will be 
necessary for the public spirited 
men in several communities in 
this State to install what is known 
as-a power sheller. This imple- 
ment is usually attached to the 
community. grist mill or gin, and 
when this is installed, it offers the 
farmers. in that community the 
advantage of driving their shuck 
corn to the local market and it is 
taken from the wagon and run 
through this machine, separating 
the shucks, cob, grain and foreign 
matter with one process. 

The process is arranged in such 
a-way asto automatically grade 
the corn. NO. 1 and No. 2 comes 
from this implement ready to be 
sacked or loaded in bulk. 

In order to reach the top mark- 


‘et price for properly graded corn, 


it will be necessary to put same in 
an attractive package, and since 
we are living in the cotton belt, it 
is advisable to use cotton sacks 
whenever the price will permit. 

Properly graded and packaged 
corn is just‘as staple as gold when 
the.owner is in position to ship in 
car load lots, and the farmers of 
this State need not fear for they 
will receive a fair price for their 
corn croup when it is properly 
graded and packed. o 

The South has a distinctive ad-|-; 
vantage over the corn belt in the 
marketing of corn, in that our crop 
matures 30 or 40 days ahead of the 
corn belt of the West; consequent- 
ly, if the farmers of this State will 
take advantage of this feature and 
properly prepare their corn for 
market, they will stand a chance 
of receiving the top price of the 
season on account of early deliv- 
eries. 

If your community has not al- 
ready a power corn sheller, it is 
high time that the farmers make 
it their business to either.club in 
or arrange with some merchant 
miller or ginner to have this ma- 
chinery installed at once.

’ Cow PEA HAY. 

Cow peas make excellent hay 
second to none but alfalfa. 
vines being rather course and con- 
taining moisture makes it 
rather hard to cure. There is not

the hay should be collected into 
pyramids supported by a frame in 
the shape of a cone with/ cross 
beams to hold it off the ground so 
as to admit air under and in the 
center of the pyramid. The vines 
hold moisture for several days 
and it is necessary that the hay be 
stacked ina loose condition to 
prevent heating and moulding. It 
is best not to put too much hay 
on the pyramid at first but may 
be added gradually, getting as 
much as possible in each pyramid 
So as to reduce the number. 

Pyramids of pea vines are often 
allowed to stand for several weeks 
More hay is dam- 
aged or totally lost in this condi- 
tion than other. Pea vines are 
too coarse to turn water and the 
pyramid must have a cheap and 
effective cover. A sheet of osen- 
burg six feet square with weights 
hung to the corners will afford 
protection as long as desired. 
People living near cotton mills can 
yet osenberg mill ends by the 
pound very cheap and will find 
these covers very useful, on the 
farm for many things after they 
have served as hay covers. 

“Do not make mistakes. with 
your cow pea hay. It is too good 
a thing to suffer for lack of prop- 
er precaution.

As soon as we can get rid of cattle 
ticks we can claim the home markéts, 
but we can never claim them until we 
dip our cattle and kill the ticks. It is- 
an easy matter to eradicate the tick if 
you are willing to co-operate and dip 
your cattle. 

The renter with one cow needs all 
the milk the cow can give, and he 
needs good milk for his family the 
same as the man with manx cows. 
Therefore, he must be willing to da 
his part in building vats and helping 
along that line as any other man. 

Now that we really know the danger 
of the cattle tick, it seems that every 
man who loves him family and his 
home will be glad te help in the good 
work and get rid of the ticks this year.

SOW CLOVER, OATS AND WHEAT 

September is the time to sow 
burr clover on Bermuda pasture. 
If you have Bermuda pasture, you 
cannot afford to be without burr 
clover to make it an annual pas- 
ture. The clover comes as the 
Bermuda goes, and the Bermuda 
comes as the clover goes, making 
green pasture the entire year. 
The clover being a nitrogen-gath- 
ering plant, keeps the soil improv- 
ed and causes a richer growth 
of Bermuda. The clover re-seeds 
itself and the Bermuda perpetu- 
ates from the roots. This combi- 
nation is self perpetuating, and is 
commonly known as “The lazy 
man’s crop.” Every farmer who 
owns land and live stock is stand- 
ing in his own light by not having 
this self-perpetuating pasture. 

October is the month during 
which to sow oats and wheat. Do 
not busy yourself with cotton un- 
til it is too late to get the best re- 
sults with your sown crops. These 
crops must be sown in time to get 
a root system before cold weather. 
Seventv- five per cent of the poor 
success attending such crops re- 
sults from starting too late or the 
lack of good preparation. Cotton 
promises you but little and you 
cannot afforn to neglect the crops 
that grow through, the. winter 
without cultivation. They protect 
your soil from leaching and wash- 
ing. They rest and improve it 
from the one crop system. They 
are profitable crops in proportion 
to the intelligent management 
given them. 

Wheat should be sown in Oc- 
tober and the best soil on the farm 
should be sown. Wheat, like 
corn, needs good land. It is not a 
substitute crop for old worn cot- 
ton land. Good land has yielded 
thirty bushels of wheat per acre 
in severat instances in Alabama 
this year. Such a yield is profita- 
ole and can be produced on a few 
of the best acres on every farm. 
Sow the blue stem variety on good 
land with good preparation at the 
proper time and you will help to 
foster a new industry for Alabama, 
the result of which will be pleasing 
to you. Several modern flour 
mills have been builtin the State 
this year. Let us ‘support these 
mills and encourage more to be 
built by growing more and_ better 
wheat.

Sour soil may exist even on 
level upland and especially does it 
exist with all lands that are not 
properly drained. There arg a 
good many ways to cetect sour 
soil by observation. Very few 
staple crop seed will germinate 
and grow satisfactorly on very 
sour soil and most of the legume 
crops especially the clovers will 
not grow at all. Where there is 
any doubt as to whether or not 
soil is sour a test with litmus 
paper is the dest chemical method

Famines, caused by floods, give 
an opportunity for spreading the 
gospel. Christian people and peo- 
pte in America and other places 
give money to relieve the. suffer- 
ing, and it is placed in the hands 
of the missionaries to distribute. 
Together with the Christian Chi- 
nese, they.go out and distribute 
food and preach the gospel. 

Recently, the rivers of South 
China have been higher than they 
have been known for many years, 
and perhaps have never been as 
high before. In Canton City the 
water was six to eight feet where 
it has never been known before. 
A large portion of the city was un- 
der water several days and much 
damage was done to property and 
lives. Canton is so near the sea 
we rarely expect floods. Wehave 
the ebb and flow of the tide every 
day the same as at the sea shore. 


The cause of the floods was the 


breaking of a levee on the North 
river about thirty miles north of 
the city. This river does not flow 
by Canton at all, so the water 
ran across country for the distarice 
mentioned above. We were for- 
gunate to be above the flood level. 

But most of the other mission- 
aries in Canton were in the flood- 
ed districts. 

-But Canton was not the greatest 
sufferer by any means. There 
were many smaller cities that were 


‘flooded worse~ than Canton; but 


the worse sufferers of all were 
the country villages. There are 
literally thousands of villages in 
these broad fertile valleys, ranging 
from several tens of people to sev- 
eral hundred. The houses in these 
villages are built of sun-dried 
brick and, as the Chinese say, as 
soon as they see water they tum- 
ble down. There are in - South 
China today several millions of 
people who have no place to shel- 
ter them from the rain and sun. 
But, besides the loss of their hous- 
es and what little household goods 
they had, their crops are complete- 
ly destroyed. The floods came 
just about a week before harvest 
time. If it had been two weeks 
earlier it would not have com- 
pletely ruined the crops, and if it 
had been two weeks later the 
crops would have been harvested. 
There is a great deal of suffering, 
and before the next crop is har- 
vested many will starve to death. 
The missionaries are doing all they 
can to relieve them and will make 
all efforts to help as much as pos- 
sible. | oe

| SWEET POTATOES 


The value of the sweet potato 
has increased about 80 per cent in 
the last ten years With better 
methods of storing and marketing 
the present value could be doubled. 
Sweet potatoes can be kept satis- 
faetorily in a storage house where 
the temperature and moisture con- 
ditions can be controlled. 

Sweet potatoes to keep well 
must be well matured, carefully 
handled, thoroughly cured, and 
kept at a uniform temperature 
while in storage. 

Thorough ventilation is essen- 
tial during the curing period. The 
temperature should be kept at 
about 80 to 85 degrees during the 
curing period and reduced gradu- 
ally;to 55 degrees after the pota- 
toes are cured. 

Fluctuations of temperature 
should be avoided throughout the 
storage period. 

The potatoes should be 2areful- 
ly cleaned, and packed in neat and 
attractive packages. 

Sweet potatoes should never be 
marketed in bags or in bulk. Ve- 
neer barrels or bushel hampers 
are desirable packages to use dur- 
ing mild weather, and double-head- 
ed stave barrels or tight boxes in 
cold weather. 


With the yrowing demand tom 
ewect potatoes, there is every in- 


ducement for the Southern farm- 
er-to adopt better methods of 
growing and marketing so as to 
make the sweet potato a more im- 
portant money crop. 

The construction of a sweet po- 
tato storage house is very simple 
and can be built for a small outlay 
of money. The Federal Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has published 
a bulletin giving plans and specifi- 
cations of same. Anyone interest- 
ed, it will be well for them to 
write to their Congressman or 
Senator for Farmer's’ Bulletin No.

The manufacturers as a rule 
have co-operated with this Depart- 
ment in meeeting the adverse con- 
ditions and carrying out the pro- 
visions of the law as nearly as-con- 
ditions would permit. We had 
some trouble with .brokers selling 
fertilizer material in bulk direct to 


being paid. In most 
these were apprehended by our 
inspectors and the tag tax collect- |; 
ed. There were no pcéaseutions | 
for violations of the law as it was 
the beginning of my administration 
of the affairs of the office, and in 
my opinion, the demorilization of 
trade was such that some minor 
violations of the law were unavoid- 
able. It will be the policy of this 
office hereafter to prosecute all 
violators of the law, and to see 
that the lawsare properly enforced. 
Our fertilizer samplers, of which 
theré were nine, worked only two 
months instead of three, which 
was the usual custom, thereby 
saving the Department about 
$140,000. There were 1,415 sam- 
ples drawn by the samplers under 
Section 43 of the Political Code. 
These were analyzed by Dr, B. B. 
Ross, State Chemist, and is pre- 
sented in this report. There were 
134 samples drawn bv farmers ac- | 


cording to Section 14-«# 4+<~—#cr- 
emer taws, which were analyzed 


and promptly reported. 

I desire to express my apprecia- | 
tion-for the prompt and efficient 
services of Dr. B. B. ross, to whom 
we are indebted for many courte- 
sies in familiarizing ourselves with 
the detailed duties of the office.

Chilton county’s link in the 
Birmingham and Montgomery 
highway, from the Shelby county 
line to Mountain Creek, is practi- 
cally completed.

Avbura, 
I believe ‘all the farmers in Alabama 
would grow hogs for sale i# they. un- 
derstood how to market them. As a 
general rule, the mistake made in pork 
producing is in the marketing of the 
hog. The first mistake the farmer 
makes is in not putting bis hog in 
eondition for market at the right age. 
The hog that is intended for the 
slaughter house should never see his 
birthday. In other words, taxes should 
not be paid on hogs. They should be 
farrowed after taxes have been as- 
sessed and slaughtered before tax-pay- 
ing time. Of course, we need a pack- 
ing house to market these hogs 
through; but, in the absence of a pack- 
‘ing Louse, the farmer can buteher the 
hog and pack the meat on his farm 
and sell the cured produet at a prem- 
ium over western pac house meat. 
This is being done successfylly in sev: 
eral sections of the South, and can be 
done in Alabama. To do this success- 
fully you must have co-operation and 
organization. By having co-operation 
you establish a uniform type in @ coun- 
ty, and a standard grade for your hams, 
bacon and lard. Put enly the best 
grade of hams and bacon on the mar- 
ket—and you can make the best in 
the world—put your county brand on 
the product, advertise it, sell it under 
& guarantee until your trade is estab- 
lished; and when the consumer finds 
out what fine flavored bacon, and mag- 
nificent, juicy hams can be produced 
in Alabama, they will buy only Ala- 
bama-raised hams. 
A combination of rape, peanuts and

weeks before butchering, -makes the 
finest flavored bacon and hame in the 
world. “They always taste like more.” 
If the packing house will net pay you 
the market price for your hogs, be- 
cause they are peanut-fed, butcher 
them yourself, and advertise your 
meat as peanut-fed, and it will com- 
mand a premium over corn-fed pack- 
ing house hogs. 

The hog crop in Alabama is the best 
cash crop as a substitute for cotton, 
and is as quick as cotton. Conditions 
are such that we can produce pork in

STATE'S NEW DRAINAGE LAW 


How to Organize Drainage Districts 
Under New State Law. 


By Lewis A. Jones, Drainage Engineer, 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. 


Prepared by Extension Service, Aubera, Ala. 


‘In February, 1916, the State Legisla- 
ture of Alabama passed a Drainage 
Law, providing for the organization of 
drainage districts for the purpose of 
draining. wet, swamp and overflowed 
lands, and authorising the sale of 
bonds to be used in paying for such 
improvement. The bonds become a 
first lien on the land in the district; 
and ‘are to be paid im ten equal in- 
stallments, the first payment on the 
principal to be made five years after 
the sale of the bonds. By. this method 
the landowners pay only the interest: 
on the bonds during the first five years, 
thus having sufficient time to clear 
and improve ‘their land so that it will 
be ‘producing an income before pay- 
ments on-the principal begin. F 

To organize a drainage district it is 
necessary for a majority of the land-;} 
owners, or the owners of more than 
one-half of the land, to sign a petition 
addressed to the probate jufige, pray- 
ing for the formation of such & district.

I do not wish to be understood 
as criticising the good work that 
has been done along this line, but 
would suggest to those whose duty 
it is to give instructions that they 
keep in mind the fact that the ed- 
ucated man can lose the uneduca- 
ted and practical man very easily, 
if he deals too much in language 
and scientific terms. Education 
does not consist in taking the sim- 
ple things of life and complicating 
them. Let us ever remember that 
a straight line is the shortest dis- 
tance between to points. The two 
points in this case are: First. the 
best methods of farming under 
the boll weevil conditions. Sec- 
ond, how to make cotton a profit- 
able part of our cropping system 
in spite of the weevils. In view 
of these facts I have the following 
to offer: 

Be sure to grow enough corn, 
hogs, milk, butter, eggs and vege- 
tables to feed your family and 
enough to sell with whizh to buy 
coffee; sugar, etc. 

Have a young mule, a cow and 
some pork and poultry for sale 
every year. ts 

Sow afew acres in oats and 
wheat; make enough cowpea hay 
on the stubble to feed your live 
stock all the winter. 

Plow 
and grass as early as you can and 
burn all hedges, logs, stumps and 
other rubbish close around the 
cultivated area. 

Plant one fourth of your crop| 
in an early-maturing selected va- 
riety of cotton. Prepare the land 
twice as well, fertilize twice as 
heavy, plant in four or five foot 
rows as early as the season will 
permit, cultivate shallow and twice 
as often, pick and destroy all the 
weevils that appear on the cotton 
when itis small. Pick up the first 
squares. that fall on the ground 
and agitate the plant with a light 
brush attached to the plow. Keep 
this up until a good crop is sately 
in boll. 

It is simply a race between the 
farmer and the weevil. You can 
beat the weevll to a bale per acre 
if you are a good racer. If you 
are a tenant and the landlord viill 
not permit you to pursue the meth- 
ods best suited to meet these con- 
ditions. I would advise that you 
leave his land alone and buy your- 
self a farm, if only a small one.

WILSON AGREES TO RE- 
COGNITIONOF CARRANZA 


Washington, Oct. 11. —President 
| Wilson today gave formal sanction 
to the slan of the Pan-American 
conference to extend recognition 
to the Carranza goyernment in 
Mexico. 

Diplomatic representatives here 
of several South American ‘gov- 
ernments received instructions to 
take the same action as the United 
States. Similar word is expected 
within a few days from the gov- 
ernments of all the other Ameri- 
can republics. . The form and time 
of recognition will be fixed then. 

European governments,. it is 
understood, will follow the lead of 
the American republics. Great 
Britian and France, it is known, 
haye intimated that this would be 
their policy, and it is believed here 
Germany and Italy will do like- 
wise as both have maintained an 
aceredited agent to General Car- 
ranza for some time. 

Correspondence that passed be- 
tween Eliseo Arredondo, Carran- 
za’s representative here, and Sec- 
retary Lansing and members of 
the Pan-American conference rel- 
ative to the protection of foreign- 
ers, amnesty*the treatment of the 
cleargy and Carranza’s pledge to 
restore constitutional government 
became public tonight. It reveals 
that Secretary Lansing asked par- 
ticulariy of the attitude of the 
Carranza government toward the 
clergy and that Arredondo’s reply 
dated October 8 said that the laws 
of reform, which guarantee indi- 
vidual freedom of worship to 
every. one, will be enforced.—

OUR SAILOR BOYS 


Newport, R. I., Oct. 13.—If you 
will allow me space in your val- 
uable paper I will try and write a 
few lines in regard to the U.S. S. 
Texas—the pride of our navy. 

In September we had our Fall 
trrget practice. Wedid as good 
shooting with the 14-inch guns as 
we expected, however, we were 
far from being last. But when it 
comes to shooting 5-inch guns the 
Texas crew are right there. We 
have 21 5-inch guns; we fired 160 
shots, making 124 clean hits; this 
shooting took place at night; the 
targets were 12x12 feet, at a range 
of more than 2;000 yards. We 
have gun-pointers on the Texas 
who fired eight shots and made 
eight hits in less than a minute and 
a half; we made more hits with the 
5-inch guns than any other ship in 
the fleet. 

After the completion of target 
practice we proceeded to Hamp- 
Roads, Va., to coal ship and_ give 
general liberty. 

On Monday. night at midnight 
the greatest war game the U. S. 
Navv has ever had began; all the 
battleships, cruisers, torpedo boats 
and submarines and auxiliaries 
were in the game; the ships were 
divided into two parts—the Red 
Fleet and the Blue Fleet. On Fri- 
day morning, at the close of the 
game, it had been clearly demon- 
strated that we need more ships 
and battle cruisers. Speed 1s what 
we need; if our good president, 
Mr. Wilson, keeps his office, we 
will have, within the next few 
years, a navy with which we might 
subdue any nation in an engage- 
ment upon the high seas. We now 
have the strongest navyin the 
world according to its size; taken 
ship for ship and man for man and 
it could not be defeated. I hope 
before I retire on the 20-year re- 
tirement bill that we will have 
three times the number of ships 
we now boast of. Well, I guess 
that is enough‘on that stuff. 

We are stationed at Newport, 
R. L., but shall sail tomorrow for 
Brooklyn, N, Y., our home yard. 
We all expect a big time upon our 
arrival there; we haven’t been to 
the yards in more than four months 
and everyone is anxious to get 
back. We are going in for dock- 
ing and overhauling period; we 
will probably be there till the first 
of January, then all the ships are 
going to Guantanamo, Cuba, for 
Winter drills and-small arm prac- 
tice; we will also have divisional 
target practice. 

Well, as I have to do my duty 
at the dinner table,-I will close, 
hoping that this will meet with 


fyour approval, I’am, as ever .

“WOMAN'S SUFFRAGE 


Reply to the Anonymous “Protest 
Against Woman’s Suffage in-Ala- 
bama,” by the Alakama Equal 
Suffrage Association On Behalf 
of Those People Who Believe 
In a Democracy. 


(Published by request of Clanton 
Equal Suffrage association ). 


To. the Alabama Legislature: 

A “Protest,” bearing no signa- 
tures, has just been issued to the 
Alabama Legislature from some 
unknown source. Like the at- 
tacks of all assassins, it is a stab in 
the back aud under cover of dark- 
ness. Its purpose is to swerve 

* honest men from the discharge of 

their duty to Democracy and also 
to their constituents who have 
asked them to vote for the Woman 
Suffrage Bill in this Legislature. 
_ This bill simply provides that the 
electors be permitted to decide at 
the next general election whether 
or not the qualified women of Ala- 
bama shall be enfranchised. At 
the general election other consti- 
tutional amendments will also be 
decided, and the equal _ suffrage 
amendment will incur no addition- 
al expense. 

The-aforesaid pamphlet charges: 
“She, that is the suffragist, de- 
mands that women sit on our ju- 
ries.’ We are demanding noth- 
ing—we are asking for suffrage. 
Everyone knows that doctors, 
ministers and all persons who can 
give good and sufficient reason are 
exempt from jury service. Could 
not any mother and home-maker 
give good and sufficient reason 
fur exemption ? 

The anonymous pamphlet asks: 
“Have you considered who is mak- 
ing the demand for woman suf- 
frage? And we answer:. “Yes.” 
The sixty-seven organizations 
which are-working for woman suf- 
frage in Alabama are composed of 
thousands of the strongest, most 

luential ‘and patriotic men and 
women of the State; the 10,600 
men and women of Alabama 
who are on the woman suffrage 
petition, asxing this Legislature to 
snbmit this question, and countless 
others who have not yet been 
registered, but who are no less de- 
sirous of the ballot. 

The anonymous pamphlet is wise 
in not asking the question, “Who 
is opposing woman suffrage in 
Alabama?” because, most likely, 
he knows of no one except his 
own anonymous self. 

Well may our unknown antag- 
onist say that the woman suffra- 
gists are tired of the pedestal that 
they now occupy, for they do wish 
either to be placed on a different 
pedestal (?) than that accorded 
the alien, the idiot, the criminal, 
the insane, or that there be no 
talk of pedestal at all.

ter you have gathered the cotton. 

Sow all the cultivatable lands in 
winter oats, rye, or some other 
cover crop. They will keep your 
land from leaching and washing. 
It will give your horses and cattle 
a good appetite and keep them in 
a healthy condition during the 
puny winter months; it will fur- 
nish green manure to turn under 
in the Spring. Those three things 
will pay you well for seventy-five 
cents worth of seed per acre. 

Burn all hedges, ditch-banks, 
stumps, dead trees and fence cor- 
ners in mid-winter, but do not 
burn the open woods. 

Prepare your cotton crop well 
in the Spring and plant as early as 
the season will permit; reduce 
your acreage to six or eight acres 
to the plow; double your fertilizer 
if you can afford the price. If you 
use a small amount of fertilizer, 
put it with the seed; make the

If the cotton is an early variety, 
‘slanted early, worked fast; the 
first weevils found on the plants 
just as they begin squaring are 
destroyed, and the first crop of 
squares that fal! to the ground-are 
picked up and burned just: after 
the cotton begins blooming, the 
weevils will do very little damage 
until about August 5th to 15th, 
by which time a good crop can be 


safely made. Late cotton, or a 
top crop is a thing of the past 
when weevils are present. 

One cannot depend solely upon 
cotton, especially under boll wee- 
vil conditions. You must grow 
your own mules instead of buying 
them; have several cows for milk 
and butter and their increase to 
sell; grow your own meat, for no 
man can. afford to grow cotton 
and buy meat; have plenty of 
poultry, eggs and vegetables for 
the family and some to sell; grow 
enough sp and hay to supply 
your needs and_ provide pastures 
for your stock. Avoid buying 
goods on credit.

When y 
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It was on a very hot day in Au- 
gust that we made our plans to go 


on the trip with rice to distribute | 
to those who had’ lost their all.| 


We got some native boats to put 
the rice on. The party that I had 
charge of took 130 bags ot rice; a 
bag contains abou) 250 pounds, 
which was something over sixteen 
tons. We distributed this by giv- 
ing two and two-thirds pounds to 
each person. 

A Chinese gunboat pulled our 
boat up the river to where we 
were to distribute the rice. It 
took about two days to get there. 
Many interesting things were seen 
along the way—not only interest- 
esting, bnt appalling. Now and 
then we could seea corpse of some- 
one who had lost his life in the 
flood, ora dead pig or chicken. 
Along the banks many people 
would cry out for us to stop and 
give them food. We could see 
that their homes had been washed- 
away and all their crops had been 
destroyed; but we could not stop 


_ to give them anything, for we 


were bound for a place farther up 
the river. Here and there people 


had begun to work, half-hearted- 


ly in their fields to begin a new 
crop. 

It was Sunday morning when 
we reached Tsing Uen, the place 
we wanted to stop. We went at 
once to the magistrate, told him 
our business, and asked if he could 
get us a place to store the rice— 
he corresponds somewhat to our 
Probate Judge. He gave us a 
place to put the rice and express- 
ed his appreciation of our help. 
The rice was then unloaded and 
we waited till Monday morning to 
start out into the surrounding vil- 
lages to see the needs. Sunday 
night after service in the Chinese 
church we planned our trips for 
next day. Two went together in 
a certain direction, and others in 
other directions. When Monday 
morning came,I had a Chinese 
breakiast with those who were 
going out and soon all was ready 
for starting. 

Three couples of us went about 
four miles up the river to begin. 
It was about ten-thirty when we 
finally got out into the villages. 

We, my Chinese helper and I, 
walked for about twenty minutes 
then came to the first little village. 
There were sixty people there. 
Every house was down and the 
people escaped only with their 
lives. I asked. one where they 
were during the high water, and 
he pointed to some trees and said 
we were there. Then he showed 
me sores that were made on his 
feet by climbing and holding to the 
trees. We gave them some tick- 
ets for rice and were ready for the 
next village. People at the next 
place saw the crowd and came to 
meet us and begged us to go to 
their village All the rest of the 
day we had people coming to us 
from every direction asking us to 
come and help them. : 

Some of the villages were bet- 
ter off than others—just: as it is at 
home—some farmers have more 
than others have. The old fellow 
that went with me knew nearly 
all the people in the surrounding 
country; he did most of the talk- 
ing. Before we got there we made 
it up to have a sign by which he 
would let me know whether the 
people were very poor or fairly 
well todo. At the very poor vil- 
lages we gave out asmany tickets 
as there were people; at the bet- 
ter villages we would- find. out 
how many people were. there, 
then hewould tell them to ask the 
Sin Shang (teacher) how many 
tickets he could give? This’ plan 
worked well. es pate 

The destitution was beyond the 
power of language to describe. 
At best the people were: just_as 


‘poor as one could imagine people} ,; ... 
-to-be and still live, andthen when}... - 
-the floods came it was many times! ® 
‘worse: Atleast 95 out of ever “

the rice so much, or if it had been} 


two weeks later the rice would 
have all been harvested. Another 
crop is the cultivation of mulberry 
and the feeding of silk worms for 
the raw silk. The mulberry trees 
were greatly injured and the silk 
worms were all washed away. 
They were left about as destitute 
as a people could be. It was heart- 
rending to see village after village 
with all the houses down and 
thousands of acres of fine ripe rice 
ruined, and the people begging 
for something to eat. 

One of the worse things person- 
ally to me was to drink tea. The 


first thing when we entered a vil- 


lage the people would say “Yum 
ha” (drink tea), and if one does 
not drink he is discourteous: It 
was about all | could do to come 
some of their dirty, nasty tea. The 
Chinese never drink cold water, 
but invariably hot tea. 

The thing that gave me most 
joy during the day was preaching 
the gospel. I do not know enough 
Chinese to preach much, but I 
could not let the opportunity pass 
to try it. In one large village af- 
ter we had distributed the rice 
tickets, I got up on a pile of debris 
and motioned to the crowd to be 
quiet. When they were quiet I 
explained to them the meaning of 
the Red Cross printed on the tick- 
ets, and from that, told them the 
storv of Jesus and His love for 
them—not only their bodies but 
their souls. They just hung on 
every word-I uttered. and seemed 
to have joy in hearing of one who 
loved a poor Chinese—one who 
would lead a person to leave his 
home and come to help them in 
their distress. It was a joy to be 
able to administer in a small way 


‘to their bodies, but the greater joy 


was to break to them the bread: of: 
life. Many of them had never 
heard the gospel -before, and I 
went away with a prayer that the 
simple message might lead some 
of them to find tbe Savior.

Railway Mail Pay 


As indicated once before in one of the articles direct- 
ing attention to the-thousands of details involved in 
the operation of a railroad, the L. & N. must com- 

‘ply with the laws of the United States, the laws of the 
several States through which it operates, the laws of 
the several counties of each State, and the laws of the 
several towns in-each county. 


Many of the laws which the L. & N. must obey are 
in conflict with each other. If the L. & N. obeys one 
law it may disobey another law. 


However, conflict of law is not the only difficulty. 
There are rules and classifications, in freight and pas- 
senger service, promulgated by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, and by the Railroad Commissions 
of the several States. These rules and classifications © 
relate to every knawn commodity and character of 
transportation, from a paper of needles hauled by 
freight to individual drinking cups in Pullman cars. 


One of the most stringent and unfair is the rule re- 
lating to Railway Mail Pay. promulgated by the Post- 
office Department of the Federal Government. 


_ The Department requires the railroads to haul the 
mails, specifies all the termiS and conditions, the num- 
ber of employes. the detail of transfer from one sta- 
tion to another, the time allowed for the various opera- 
tions, and the compensation for the service. 


The expense to the railroads, the earning on the 
capital invested, the causes for delay, the inability of | 
the railroads to realize on the service—none of these 
things is taken into~-consideration. 


Not only that, the fluctuation of’the volume of mail 
is not considered. For instance the railroads were not 
allowed any. additional compensation when the Postal 
Department inaugurated Parcel Post. ~ 


That in spite of the fact that Parcel Post served the 
double purpose of greatly increased expense and re- 
duced revenue for the Railroads. The expenses were 

_inereased because of the increased facilities required 

~ to handle the increased volume of business, and reve- 
hue was reduced in proportion to the reduction made - 
in the Express Business.

Both 
going and refurning, these birds 
were observed in places where 
they were never seen before, and 
were missed in the localities 
where battles were raging. 

In Luxemburg, where otherwise 
millions of birds congregate in 
leafy forests, there is now scarcely 
any to be seen or heard. 

As an instance how the birds 
have deserted Luxemburg,~a ne 
ture lover writes that “whole oat 
fields have sprung up along the 
roads and in the villages where 
the horses have been fed as the 
cavalry. passed through.” ; 

[his would have never been 


possible in other years, for then} 


the birds would soon have picked. 
up every grain that fell to the 
ground.—Scientific American. ,

In the formation of a permanent 
pasture, a farmer desires grasses and 
legumes that are perennial or that 
reseed themselves, thereby avoiding 
the expense of repeated seedings. 
Southern bur clover readily reseeds 
itself under almost every pasture cor 
dition, also it fits well with most of 
our grasses, especially Bermuda. 

Bermuda begins to grow when the 
warm spring weather sets in and 
forms an excellent grazing turf until 
the winter frost kills it. The bur cle 
ver begins its growth when the fall 
rains set in and continues until 
matures seed in the spring; thus bY 
combining Bermuda grass and South 
ern bur clover, the farmer may have 
some grazing throughout the yes. 
This clover fits with other summer 
grasses and even some winter grasses 
like arctic and Italian rye, ¢t. 

The planting of bur clover seed 
permanent sod may be done in severt!

The New Law a Boon to All. 


In September Governor Henderson 
signed many bills which had passed 
the Legislature but none of more im- 
mediate value to all the people than 
Rouse Bill No. 880, which provides 
for a State Tuberculosis Commission, 
whose business it will be to lead the 
pee le of the several counties to es- 

sh County Hospitals for treat- 
meas of consumptives. The Comumis- 
sioners will serve without pay. 

These hospitals are not to be poor 
houses. They are to be sustained as 
far as possible by the payments > 
patients themselves, or of their 
friends. Only in the case of indigent 
persons service will be free. The peo- 
ple of the county must themselves de- 
mand such an institution before it can 
be established. But the general dread 
of the disease is so great that no 
difficulty is anticipated in securing 
sueb a demand. 

To meet the expense of promoting 
euch movements through the Commis- 
sion, the 

roposes to sell two and a half mil- 

ion Red Cross Seals. This will take 
care of local institutions through large 
sales in the chief centers of popula- 
tion and give the League funds to aid 
the Commission in a State-wide move- 
ment for County Hospitals. 

Money spent on Red Cross Seals 
this year is therefore a direct aid to 
local sufferers. 


EDUCATIONAL WORK 
OF ANTI-TUBERCULOSIS 
LEAGUE OF ALABAMA 


An extensive Educational Work has 
beeu done this year by the Anti-Tuber- 
culosis League of Alabama, especially 
through the newspapers. Very fine 
artieles, prepared by the most expert 
minds, and dealing with the causes, 
signs, and cure of tuberculosis, have 
been widely distributed through the 
newspapers of the State. In this the 
National Association has generously 
helped. 


Lectures have been given at many 
points by the Secretary. An exhibit 
has been loaned to the several State 
ounty Fairs, showing the ex- 
tent of the disease in graphic. man- 
ner, 


The chief work of the year, how- 
ever, has been the passing of the new 
Law, providing an effective manner 
of grappling with this chief cause of 
sickness and death among the people 
of Alabama. This law has already 
been described in these columns. 


- Red -Cross Christmas Seals provide 
the only source of income for the Ala 
bama Anti-Tuberculosis League. 


REMARKABLE PROGRESS 
AGAINST TUBERCULOSIS 


A remarkable reduction in the death 
rate from Consumption is noticed. in 
the reports of the Health Departments 
of our larger cities. Dr. R. M. Cun- 
ningham, Health Officer of Birming- 
ham, shows that the past six years 
have witnessed a reduction even 
among the negroes of about forty per 
cent, while a large reduction has been 
effected also among the white people. 
Dr. Cunningham connects the decrease 
of fatal tuberculosis in large meas- 
ure to the work of the Anti-Tubercu- 
losis Association of Jefferson County, 


which carries on a Sanatorium on Red] =" 
‘Mountain, extensive educational work, 


and above all, an effective dispensary 
and visiting nurse system. A similar 
showing is made by the Montgomery 
League. 

The income of these organizations 
has been greatly increased by the an- 
r-al sale of Red Cross Christmas 
Seals in their respective counties. I[t 
is hoped that every County will soon 


“have its own organization working to- 


wards the employment of a visiting 
nurse, a free clinic, and a County 
Hospital.

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MR. MARCUS WRITES ON 
DISEASES OF CHILDREN 


Editor Préss:—Piease allow me 
space in your valuable paper to 
say a few words to the people in 
regard to diseased or enlarged 
| tonsils and adenoids in children. 

At the Better Babies contest, 
held here dusting the recent Coun- 
ty Fair, there were twenty-eight 
babies examined. Eleven of this 
number had either enlarged.ton- 
sils or adenoids, and some of them 
had both adenoids and diseased 
tonsils. When we take into con- 
sideration that no child over two 
years of age.was entered in this 
contest, and that these conditions 
are more prevalent in childhood 
than in infaby, we cannot help 
believing that at least fifty per 
cent of our children are afflicted 
with adenoids or diseased tonsils 
which, if allowed to go untreated, 
will ultimately impair the child’s 
hearing, weaken the eves, disfig- 
ure the face and also be more 
susceptible to such diseases as 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, rheuma- 
tism and tuberculosis; besides re- 
tards both physical and mental de- 
velopment. 

I would like to urge that par- 
ents have their children examined, 
and if found to have adenoids or 
diseased tonsils, have them re- 
moved before some of the above 
mentione mplications arise and 
permanent injury be the result. 
These children can be treated 
here at home, it is not necessary 
to carry them away for treatment. 
I hope that parents who have 
children with these conditions 
prevailing, will have them treated 
and thus ¢ive them an equal 
chance to grow and develop,-that 
all healthy Ghildren should have.

ent opportunities nevertheless for 
building up a profitable business 
on the farm. Much will depend 
upon the farmer who raises the 
hogs, cures the meat, and sells it 
ecomically. Selling calls’ for 
special business training that many 
do not possess. But any intelli- 
gent, progressive farmer can learn 


|/the fundamental rules of success-. 


ful marketing and master his own 
difficulties. This must be done 


before any business can be built 
up and selling cost reduced toa 
minimum.

ut what about the boll weevil ? 
ice whole State has become in- 
fested and the infestation is heav- 
iest in years, due to weevil cover- 
ing such a large area since August 
20th, and the lateness of frost has 
allowed a rank growth ard prop- 
agated millions of weevils. These 
will go into Winter quarters in 
greater numbers and a month later 
than was naturally expected on 
account of the late frost. We had 
hoped that the most of these wee- 
vils would perish during the long 
Winter months as_ usual, leaving 
but few to attack the cotton in its 
early stages next Spring, but in 
this we are probably deceived. 
There are more of them to start 
the Winter than was expected. 
They have lived fat, thrived and 
multiplied for the past month 
when ordinarily with an early frost 
they would have already been a 
month on starvation. This evi- 
dently shortens the starvation 
period and assures a large num- 
ber of weevils to attack the cotton 
early next Spring: 

With cottonseed meal thirty-five 
dollars per ton, acid phosphate 
twenty dollars per ton and mu- 
riate of potash four hundred dol- 
lars per ton and not half enough 
available at any price, can we con- 
tinue to grow cotton under these 
conditions, not knowing what will 
influence the market and having 
any idea what the price will be 
next Fall ? 

My advice to farmers is to. stay 
on the safe side of something to 
eat, and create as little debt as 
possible. Let the sulphuric acid 
and nitrate be shipped to the mu- 
nition factory and sold to the war- 
ring nations of Europe. 

The war in Europe looks like a 
war of physical and financial ex- 
haustion. It may he a great many 
years before Europe can take and 
pay for-the eight million bales of 
American cotton annually which 
has been the amount taken by 
foreign countries for several years 
past. In view of these facts, we 
should reduce our production of 
cotton and devote most of our 
energies to other crops without 
waiting for low prices and bank- 
ruptev to teach-us the error of 
our way. 

Without fertilizer, we cannot 
make an early cotton crop; the 
weevils will eat up a late crop; 
the high price of fertilizer and the 
damage of the weevil will take all 
the profits of an early crop. Tnere 
is no sure way but to stand by 
our grain, hay, ‘vegetable and fruit 
crops and push our live stock in- 
dustry until the war is over and 
business and prices settle down 
to normal:

Stamps or seals were first used to 
get money for the anti-tuberculosis 
crusade in Norway and Sweden in 
1904. To Jacob Riis, the well known 
social. worker of New York, and to 
Miss Emily P. Bissell, the energetic 
secretary of the Delaware Red Cross, 
jointly belong the honor of originating 
our American Red Cross. Christmas 
seal. In 1907 Mr. Rilis’s interest was 
aroused by the receipt of a Christmas 
tuberculosis stamp on a letter from 
Norway. He published an article about 
this queer looking stamp in the Out- 
look and suggested some possible uses 
for it in this:country. Miss Bissell at 
once saw an opportunity here and pre- 
pared a stamp, from the sale of which 
her society realized $3,000 for tubercu- 
losis work. So impressed was she with 
this success that she induced the Amer- 
ican Red Cross tg take up the sale in 
1908 on a national basis. With very 
little organization and with hardly any 
attempt at careful advertising the sale 
that year brought in over $135,000 for 
anti-tuberculosis work in various parts 
of the United States.

Ten per cent of said bond issue 
shall be due and payable January 1, 
1920, and ten per cent each first of 
January following until the entire is- 
sue shall be retired. The proceeds 
from the sale of said bonds shall be 
used for the purpose of paying the 
present outstanding obligations of the 
State and any surplus shall be paid 
into the general fund.’

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PROCLAMATIO 


BY THE GOVERNOR 


Whereas, the Legislature of Ala 

bama, at its regular session begun on 
-the second Tuesday in January, 1915, 

has proposed an amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama, as hereinatt- 
er set out, and has ordered an election 
to be held on January 18th, 1916, 
at which the qualified voters of the 
State shall vote to determine whether 
such proposed amendment shall be 
adopted. 

And, whereas, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment, is required to be given by 
proclamation by the Governor: 

Now, therefore, I Charles Hender- 
of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice by 
proclamation, in accordance with the 
provisions of an act approved July 
27th, 1915, as amended by an act ap-

proved September 17th, 1915, that an | 


election will be held on January 18, 
1916, in the manner, form and places 
required by law, at which the qualified 
voters of the State may vote upon 
the following amendment te the Con 
stitution of Alabama: 


“AN ACT 


To Amend the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama so as to permit the 
issuance of bonds for the retirement 
of the floating debt of the State. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of 

Alabama, as follows: 

Section 1. That there shall be and 
there is hereby proposed an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama to provide for the issu- 
ance of one million five hundred thou- 
sand dollars of State bonds in addi- 
tion to the outstanding bonded indebt- 
edness of the State for the purpose of 
retiring and providing for the present 
floating debt of the State of Alabama, 
which amendment shall be in 
words and figures as follows, to-wit, 
‘In addition to the present outstanding 
bonds of the State of Alabama the 
Governor of the State is hereby au- 


thorized to issue one million five hun- 


dred thousand dollars of five nar con 
coupon bonds in denomination of five 


hundred dollars each which shall 
not be sold for less than par, the in- 
terest payable semi-annually and the 
principal of which to be due and pay- 
able as follows: 2 

Ten per cent of said bond issue 
shall be due and payable January 1, 
1920, and ten per cent each first of 
January following until the entire is- 
sue shall be retired. The proceeds 
from the sale of said bonds shall be 
used for the purpose of paying the 
present outstanding obligations of the 
State and any surplus shall be paid 
into the general fund.’ 

Section 2. (As amended by an act 


L, approved Sept. 17, 1915) That there 


shall be and there is hereby ordered 
to be held an election by the qualified 
voters of the State of Alabama on the 
18th day of January, 1916, to vote on 
the proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State, which election 
shall be held under the laws and reg- 
ulations prescribed for the. holding oi 
general elections in this State, and the 
Governor of the State shall by proc. 


lamation give notice of such election’ 


with a copy of the proposed amend- 
ment in similar manner as notices and 
proclamations are required to be giv- 
en for general elections and shal) 
cause the samie to be published once 

'a week for eight consecutive weeks 
next preceding the election in a news- 
paper published in each county of the 
State in which a newspaper is pub 
lished, and in counties where no news- 
paper is published the same shall be 
posted at the court house door in said 
county not less than eight weeks be 
fore said elections.” 

Approved September 17, 1915.

TESTS OF VARIETIES 


In 1915 the -Alabama Experiment 
Station tested at Auburn seventeen 
varieties of corn in plots. The soil is 
an upland sandy loam. Corn was 
planted April 7th in checks 4 2-3 by 3 
feet and later thinned to one plant 
to a hill. The fertilizer applied at 
time of planting consisted of 246° 
pounds acid phosphate, 100 pounds 
kainit and 160 pounds of cotton seed | 
meal per acre. On June 9th a side 
dressing of 100 pounds of nitrate of 
soda per acre was applied. Fre. 
quent shallow cultivation was given 
the corn until it bunched to tassel.
